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FROM THE EDITOR— 


N this issue, starting on page 80, we present once more as a special reader service a listing of marine dealers and the 


itemized facilities they offer. Here you may locate your nearest source for boat hardware right now, or the dock- 


side pumps you will need as you plan your next cruise. 


In order to provide an even larger number of listings this 


year, dealers in Southern states are described this month, and next month those in Northern localities will have their 
turn. We wish to thank the dealers in all parts of the country who have made possible this picture of their many aids 


to boatmen everywhere. 


We are pleased to note that our companion publication, Popular Photography, has included in their June issue a 
feature describing best ways to take pictures afloat. Many of the outstanding boating photos we publish are taken by 
amateur photographers who keep a camera handy while on the water. 

Recently Vice Admiral Alfred C. Richmond, Commandant of the United States Coast Guard addressed:a group of 
doctors in Washington, D. C. He has kindly permitted PoPULAR BOATING to quote from his remarks, and we take 


pleasure in presenting parts of his speech below. 


6s NUMBER of years ago I noted 

some clinical indications of a dis- 
ease which to my knowledge is un- 
reported in the medical journals, and 
which in the last few years has reached 
epidemic proportions. I will refer to 
it as “boatitis.” 


“Usually the disease is not immedi- 
ately contagious. However, given ten 
days, a friend who owns a boat, and a 
rash—the rash in this case consisting 
of scores of pamphlets describing any- 
thing from a 10-foot pram to a yacht, 
and the entire family has caught the disease and buy their 
first boat. The disease follows the usual course and after an 
involved financial deal where the afflicted usually convinces 
himself he is saving money, he ends up with a larger 
boat. 


“I could give you many symptoms of the disease and how 
to observe its course. For example, wearing apparel is an 
excellent clue to its extent. Those first attacked with smaller 
boats usually wear a very snappy uniform with blue coat 
and practically gold sleeves. By the time the ravages of 
the disease have progressed to a fifty-foot boat, they are 
prone to dress in old slacks, a stained striped pull-over, a 
battered cap, greasy sneakers, and smoke a pipe... . 


“Today in the United States we are confronted with a real 
problem over the mushrooming expansion of the use of 
small boats. The Coast Guard, charged not only with the 
safety of those who ply the navigable waters, but with the 
task of regulating this activity, is deeply concerned with 
the problem. We recognize boating as being one of the few 
areas left to the United States public where they may 
escape from the restrictions of modern day-to-day life, and 
we would like, insofar as practicable, to maintain that 
status. Our job is to find a reasonable compromise for safety 
between extremes of unrestricted boating, with minimum 
regulation, and rigid regulations in the interest of max- 
imum safety. 


“The Federal Government has opened, through flood con- 
trol and power projects, vast new areas of water to a source 
of customers whose only previous connection with boating 
was possibly a postcard from a friend at the seashore. 
With trailers, boating is a migrant sport now and therefore 
offers more appeal to the prospective enthusiast. The un- 
trammeled waterway of the past has become something of 
a myth, and at the same time, in all the congestion has 
come a parallel problem, because unfortunately, the expe- 
rience of the operators has not kept pace with the growth 
of boating. 


“Admitting this expansion to be a problem, why should 
you, as citizens, be concerned? It is because in a broad 
sense the safety aspect impinges in some degree on you or 
your family. If you are already a boat owner, I presume 
you are by training and experience competent to operate 
your boat, but as in automobile driving, even more so, your

safety and that of your family and 
friends is dependent on factors outside 
your capabilities. There are today peo- 
ple operating boats who have not the 
remotest concept of safe boating op- 
eration, the pilot rules, or the mature 
judgment to handle powerful craft. 


“If you are not a boat owner but are 
planning to become one, you owe your- 
self a duty and your family and 
friends, as well as other boat owners, 
to become proficient in operating your 
boat before you hazard lives by ven- 
turing forth. There are fortunately today ways of doing 
this which are neither burdensome nor particularly time 
consuming. The Power Squadron offers membership and 
instruction. Further, the Coast Guard Auxiliary, a group 
of small boatmen banded together to aid and assist the 
Coast Guard in its safety work, will be happy to inspect 
your boat, to see that your equipment is adequate and meets 
Coast Guard standards, and welcome you as a member or 
for instruction. 


“But there are bright spots. More and more the public is 
becoming aware of the problem, and with that awareness 
comes knowledge. It is the opinion in the Coast Guard that 
this is more important than any law or regulation. In the 
final analysis, safety must depend on the operator, on his 
common sense, and since the great majority of operators 
either are or want to be safe, law and regulation should be 
restricted to only that which is necessary to restrain the 
maverick in the herd. 


“May I quickly summarize some general rules for you: 
First, in acquiring your boat, purchase only from reputable 
dealers. Second, know your boat from stem to stern, how 
it handles under varying conditions. Avoid fire hazards, 
whether dirty bilges or loose connections because, while 
you can sometimes walk away from an auto fire, you have 
to swim from a boat—if you’re lucky and have the chance. 
Third, if you are a greenhorn, don’t be ashamed of it. Get 
instruction and help from the Power Squadron or the 
Coast Guard Auxiliary. In addition, there are dozens of 
good books on the subject. Fourth, be sure you have the 
proper equipment and it is all Coast Guard approved. This 
is especially true of life preservers. Fifth, after you’ve past 
the greenhorn stage and start cruising to accustomed 
haunts, always give the itinerary of your proposed cruise 
to a friend. If you are overdue, we can save a lot of time 
and dollars searching for you. Further, you may save the 
lives of other boatmen in trouble by not using up our 
facilities in needless search of places where you are not. 
Finally, never confuse good luck with seamanship. You 
may think you have learned everything because you have 
on your voyages on a placid body of water always returned 
in good style. Just remember that the seaman knows you 
can take nothing for granted about the sea, and the most 
placid body of water can, in a matter of minutes, become 
a raging mankiller. For this, I can give you no better 
advice than the motto of the Coast Guard—Always ready.” 


In March President Eisenhower renominated Vice Admiral Richmond for reappointment as Coast Guard Com- 
mandant and Rear Admiral James A. Hirshfield as Assistant Commandant. The Senate has since given their 
approval of these appointments, and we wish to add our congratulations on the excellence of these selections, and the 


work the Coast Guard performs for all boatmen.

SKY TINTED WATER 

After having read your article “Min- 
nesota Wonderland” by John Dibble 
in the August issue, I cannot restrain 
from issuing a cordial invitation to Mr.

Mr. Dibble’s vast ignorance of the 
beauties of our glorious state are so 
evident it would be impossible for me 
to point them all out in a short note.

Yachtsmen with limited stowage space, 
but who require the advantages that 
a radio-navigational system affords, 
will welcome the Homer-Heron com- 
bination of direction finder and com- 
munications receiver, all in one of the 


most compact, lightweight units that 
we have seen. With the profusion of 
radio-beacon transmitters scattered 
along our navigable waterways, the 
boat with a RDF receiver aboard can 
“home-in” or take cross bearings to 





find a safe harbor in the worst pea- 
soup fog. 

The use of transistors in this re- 
ceiver eliminates the need for tubes 
and permits the unit to be hermetically 
sealed against moisture. Complete 
submersion doesn’t harm it. Operating 
procedure is to tune the receiver to the 
listed frequency of the beacon or range 
desired, then the aerial is tuned to the 
same frequency. The navigator listens 
for the identifying Morse signal of the 
station and rotates the aerial until a 
sharp aural null is recognized. This is 
the bearing of the transmitter, accu- 
rate to 1%. 

The revolutionary little unit is pow- 
ered by 4 standard flashlight batteries 
and will operate continuously for 
500 hrs with low impedance earphones 
or 350 hrs with a loudspeaker. It cov- 
ers the standard broadcast, marine, and 
aircraft beacon bands. The set will pull 
in a signal from 200 miles on the more 
powerful commercial transmitters and 
about 50 miles from lower powered 
beacons. It is made by Brooks & Gate- 
house of England, for George O’Day 
Associates, 9 Newbury St., Boston, 
Mass., the distributors. The receiver 
sells for $236., the RDF for $115.

NEW PREDICTED-LOG EVENTS 
FOR EASTERN CRUISER ASSN. 


LEVEN predicted-log cruiser con- 
tests including three new events, 
make up the Eastern Cruiser Associa- 
tion’s schedule for 1958, Commodore 
Anson G. Hoyt announced recently. 
According to Hoyt, predicted-log 
cruiser competition is enjoying its most 
successful season in recent years, with 
almost every one of the eight events 
sanctioned by the American Power 
Boat Association showing an increase 
in the number of entries. Probably one 
of the trickiest of the events will be the 
Huguenot Yacht Club race which will 
be held at night—a real test of skill. 
Actually, the contests are not races 
but tests of piloting knowledge and 
seamanship. Much of the contest is 
run well in advance of race day. Each 
skipper, or navigator, is required to 
chart his course according to his boat’s 
capability for each leg of the contest. 
In total, an event can run from 30 to 
over 100 nautical miles. After chart- 
ing is complete and checked repeat- 
edly for corrections in current, wind 
and weather, it is turned over to ‘the 
race committee. This is each skipper’s 
prediction of how he will navigate the 
course. The entrant who comes closest 
to his predicted time for each leg, and 
the total time, is judged victor. 


C.G. AUX. HIGH SCHOOL 
COURSES 


Flotilla 24-6 of Green Bay, Wis. has 
instituted an eight-lesson Public In- 
struction Course in Safe Boating for 
high school students at Sturgeon Bay, 
Wis., according to Lt. Comdr.

M er built from a kit. It is 15 ft. 
4 in. long, has a 6-ft. beam and weighs 
1,660 Ib. It was originally driven by a 
converted 60-hp Ford V-8, which did a 
pretty good job. | have recently re- 
placed the little 60 with a converted 
100-hp Ford V-8. With a 10 x 12-inch 
propeller, the engine turns only 3,000 
rpm and produces but 16 mph. Will 
the speed be increased if | increase 
the prop’s diameter?”

Lovington, N. M. 
This is clearly a case of not enough 
diameter and too much pitch. I pre- 
sume that your 100-hp Ford V-8 is the 
model that displaces 239 cu. in. and 
develops its maximum horsepower at 
3,600 rpm, and that it is in good 
enough condition to wind up to its 
maximum revs with no trouble. With 
this engine, I advise installing an 11x10 
or 11x1l-inch three-bladed propeller. 
This should produce well over 20 mph. 


OUTBOARD EFFICIENCY 


“| have a 19-foot cabin cruiser that 
is driven by a 35 hp outboard motor. 
| don’t seem to be getting the efficiency 
with this outfit that | had anticipated. 
Under average conditions, | get only 
three to four miles per gallon of fuel. 
Is that the best I can expect?”

You have come up hard against the 
one and only really unpleasant fact 
about outboarding—outboard motors 
drink fuel like lushes lap up booze. 
Why? Because all conventional out- 
board motors are two-stroke-cycle en- 
gines. 

A two-stroke-cycle engine develops 
about one and one-half times as much 
horsepower as does a four-stroke-cycle 
engine having the same cylinder dis- 
placement. But the fuel consumption 
of the two-stroker is approximately 
twice that of the four-stroker. Thus 
the fuel bill is doubled while the power 
is increased only 50 per cent. 

To estimate the fuel consumption of 
a four-stroke-cycle engine, divide its 
horsepower by eight. To estimate the 
fuel consumption of a two-stroker, di- 
vide its horsepower by six. The answer 
in both cases will be the number of gal- 
lons of fuel consumed per hour. 

According to these formulas, your 
motor will burn roughly six gallons per 
hour at top speed while a four-stroker

four and one-half gallons in the same 
period of time. 

There isn’t anything you can do 
about all of this except ignore your fuel 
bills and, instead, concentrate on the 
many advantages over the four-stroke- 
cycle inboard your outboard motor en- 
joys. It costs less to purchase and in- 
stall; being much lighter per horse- 
power, it is portable (or at least semi- 
portable), and it has fewer parts to get 
out of order. 


FOAM RUBBER CUSHIONS 

“Il want to upholster the seats and 
seat backs in my Thompson sea skiff. 
|! would like to use foam rubber and 
cover it with leatherette or plastic, but 
| hear that foam rubber mildews. Is 


this true? If it is, what material is 
more desirable?”

Cushions for small boats are usually 
filled with kapok, a silky fiber that is 
found in the seeds of the silk-cotton 
tree. This material is used because it 
is extremely buoyant, allowing the 
cushions to double as life preservers. 
Kapok cushions have one fault, how- 
ever—after long use the kapok will 
compress into a tight mat, causing the 
cushions to lose much of their thick- 
ness and all of their buoyancy. 

When buoyancy is not needed, foam 
rubber is fast replacing kapok as a 
cushion filler. Foam rubber does not 
appreciably mat down—compression 
tests have demonstrated that the ma- 
terial loses less than 4 per cent of its 
thickness in 25 years of normal wear. 
Also, it is light, cool, self-ventilating 
and vermin-proof. 

In direct answer to your question, 
the Firestone Rubber Co. claims that 
Foamex, which is the trade name of 
the foam rubber it produces, is mold- 
proof. Since mold is the fungus that 
produces mildew, it follows that any 
material which is mold-proof cannot 
mildew. 

I have no hesitancy whatsoever in 
recommending foam rubber. I have 
specified it extensively for use in sev- 
eral large boats I have designed re- 
cently. It makes extremely comfort- 
able, allergy-free mattresses, cushions 
and pillows. 

For exterior use, where durability 
and weather resistance are of prime im- 
portance, the foam rubber should be 
covered with a plastic such as U. S. 
Naugahyde. For interior use, such as 
in a mattress, where free circulation of 
air is desirable, a cloth fabric covering 
is preferred. — G

Are you unsure of your boat 
requirements, and what the current market is for vari- 
ous types in which you're interested? If you’re bothered 
by these and other similar questions—you’re not alone. 
Even the most experienced yachtsmen need help to find the 
right boat, but the difference between them and you is that 
they know where to go for the best professional assistance.

They act, and often like to think of 
themselves, as diagnosticians—matching the needs and de- 
sires of prospective owners against the many vessels avail- 
able on the market. Often, because of experience, a broker 
is in a better position to know what a buyer really wants 
than the buyer himself, based upon the broker’s knowledge 
of your experience, desires, and financial resources. 

Years ago, brokers handled only large, luxurious vessels 
appealing to a few, very wealthy people. Today they list 
a wide range of boats to meet the needs of almost everyone. 
Furthermore, they make it their business to acquire the 
widest possible knowledge of the problems and virtues of 
each type they handle. Personal inspections frequently are 
made as soon as a new boat is submitted to them for listing, 
and often the broker will advise an owner to lower his sights 
when his asking price is out of line with the current market 
value of other similar craft. Then, too, when you select a 
particular boat in which you are interested, a broker often 
will be able to supply you with details of her past perform- 
ance, maintenance, and other important factors: This is to 
your advantage since a used boat often has had many im- 
provements which are not reflected in the price.

FOR BOATMEN

O ONE can tell a boat owner or prospective purchaser 
N what he wants to find in his boat. Local waters, size of 
family, boating activities planned, and amount of time 
which will be spent aboard all influence the selection. 
Broker and surveyor can give helpful advice, but you must 
make the initial selection—large or small; inboard or out- 
board, fast or slow, power or sail. Once this decision has 
been made, however, there are some tests you can make 
that will give you excellent guidance in helping you pick 
the craft which will live up to all your advance plans. 

It’s important that you make your test run with another 
person aboard, preferably the owner or his certified agent. 
This is essential both for safety and assistance, and as a 
protection for you legally in the event of any mishap. If 
the owner can’t come with you, have him write you a note 
of permission to take and test his boat. Discuss his insur- 
ance with him, checking to be certain the boat is not tech- 
nically laid up or otherwise liable to forfeit her insurance 
rights. If you find the boat is not protected, take out a one 
day policy in your own name, covering the particular boat. 
This security is the cheapest peace of mind that you can 
buy. Lawsuits: come from strange directions, and boatmen 
are not immune. 

Next, be sure that the boat has been in the water long 
enough to have completely swelled. This requirement can 
be overlooked, of course, in boats of metal or of fiberglass. 
Until the seams throughout the boat are tight, each plank 
and frame and beam is free to work. This puts extra load- 
ing on each fastening, and leaves space where dirt may lodge. 
The accumulation of debris in these spaces may make each 
expanding piece of wood act as a lever to work against its 
fastenings. 


TEST RUN 


Finally, before starting the test run, check all equipment. 
Be certain the boat has enough good life preservers for 
everyone aboard. See that at least two full fire extinguishers 
are easy to reach. Sniff the engine room and bilges for the 
smell of oil and fuel. Pump the bilge bone dry and sponge 
up every last drop of water. Lay some dry rags underneath 
the propeller shaft stuffing boxes. Close all hatches and 
portlights and fill the fuel tanks. Bring the oil level to its 
mark with clean oil. Fill the water tanks to their tops. Now, 
before closing the main electric switch, sniff again for gas 
fumes and look about the tanks and engine room with a 
flashlight for any signs of leakage. Stow your tool kit where 
you can find it easily: this should contain an insulated 
screwdriver, a ball peen hammer, an adjustable crescent 
wrench, a scrap of fine sandpaper and a pair of wirecutting 
pliers.

BERMUDA PREVIEW 


Preparations started months in advance 
will come to a climax June 22nd 
when the "Race to the Onion Patch" begins 


By Bill Wallace 


HE DATE is June 22 of this year, 1958, the scene will 
Te the crabgrass lawn outside the Bermudiana Hotel in 

Hamilton, island of Bermuda, the hour is an early one 
of a hot summer’s night and the occasion is the prize awards 
dinner for the Bermuda ocean race which ended the day 
before. 

Several hundred ocean sailors, almost all of them Ameri- 
can, are on hand to honor those fortunate dozen crews that 
earned prizes in the renewal of this great nautical classic. 

There were 98 yachts, the largest fleet in history, that 
sailed down from Newport, R. I., under rather severe 
weather conditions that took a toll of sails and gear, taxing

the stamina of the more than 800 yachtsmen who made the 
passage. 

Commodore W. T. (Billy) Wilson of the Royal Bermuda 
Yacht Club, the dispenser of the silverware, calls out the 
name of William T. Snaith of Weston, Conn., whose yacht 
Figaro has won a major prize. We are not going to specify 
exactly which prize but will leave you in suspense until the 
race is actually sailed to find out. 

Snaith, a short, stocky man whose graying hair contrasts 
with his deep sunburn, steps forward with a huge smile 
and accepts the trophy. Later in the evening, when asked 
by a reporter, he says, “It wasn’t me. Credit my crew, they 
did the work, and credit the preparation we put into the 
boat before the race. We were really ready. Everything 
went perfectly.” 

There it is—preparation, the all-important, yet unseen 
part of every ocean race... . 

Toss aboard a few cases of cans, hoist the sails, and let’s 
go to Bermuda. Some do it that way, but not many and not 
Snaith. The majority follow carefully laid plaas over many 
months that continue with the efficiency of a Cape Canav- 
eral countdown right to the starting line off Brenton Reef. 

Besides the mere attainment of Bermuda 635 miles away,

preparation has other purposes, to prevent accident or to 
overcome accident should it occur. Survival of the sea and 
the weather is primary. The ocean can be a mean, relent- 
less competitor that may smash a boat and take a life with 
only brief warning. It is a mighty big place too, and the last 
cry any Bermuda racer wants to hear is “Man overboard!” 

As for prizes, a well set-up boat with a carefully chosen, 
happy crew is a much better bet to win something than a 
sloppy vessel of unhappy malcontents. 

Let’s go back with Bill Snaith from the evening of the 
prize awards dinner to the beginning of Figaro’s preparation 
for the Bermuda Race, if there ever was an exact beginning, 
and learn all that went into this epic voyage. 


OCTOBER-NOVEMBER-DECEMBER, 1957. 


During these months the skipper, in idle moments, turned 
to analysis of Figaro’s performance during the season just 
ended. That in itself was a big order for the 46-foot yawl 
had raced across the Atlantic to Spain in the season just con- 
cluded and then campaigned extensively in England before 
returning home on the deck of a cargo ship. 

“As we would in any year, we try to figure out what went 
wrong, what needs improvement,” explained Snaith. “When 
we're Out sailing and something goes wrong or someone 
makes a good suggestion, I write it down in a notebook.” 

As with his wife, a man never knows everything about his 
boat. Or as Harold S. Vanderbilt said of an America’s Cup 
ship, “A racing yacht is never finished, never perfect.” 

Snaith had “at least 15 things” to change or add on 
Figaro, most small items like setting the main cabin table on 
gimbals or improving the mounting of stanchions for the life 
lines. 

The skipper also devoted parts of one weekend during 
this period to re-reading and study of “The Rule.” He ad- 
mitted this was not particularly exciting literary fare, but 
vital for a racing yacht owner because the Cruising Club of 
America’s Measurement Rule determines ratings and time 
allowances for the Bermuda Race and many others. A Ber- 
muda fleet may include all sizes from a 30-foot sloop to a 
73-foot ketch. In theory each boat, small or large or some- 
where in between, has an equal chance to win. 

“The Rule” was designed to encourage the building of 
comfortable, seaworthy and versatile yachts that could take 
a family on a gunkhole cruise down the coast of Maine and 
also average six knots on a race to Bermuda. By and large 
“The Rule” has succeeded admirably in the past 20 years. 
The naval architects have lately found that its calculations 
give favor to the broad beamed, centerboard yawls and 
Figaro, built in 1955, is of this type. 

“The Rule,” a mighty complicated one, was modified 
slightly in 1957, and Snaith believes in repeated study of it. 
“Reading it over makes a nice weekend workout,” he said. 
“You may discover a way to take advantage of the rule on 
your boat and reduce the rating. Then it’s a weekend well 
spent.” 


JANUARY-FEBRUARY, 1958. 


The pace quickened during these 59 days. A friend called 
up Snaith at his New York City office one day when it was 
snowing hard outside on Park Avenue. “What are you do- 
ing about the Bermuda Race?” he was asked.

The impending enlistment of a crew came up and Snaith, 
a popular owner with a good boat, was fortunate enough to 
be able to pick and choose among several candidates, most 
of whom had sailed with him before.

MERICAN boating was born on the Eastern Seaboard, 
A and Long Island Sound has been a cradle for the 
sport. 

Early Yankee settlers depended on boats for transporta- 
tion, fishing, and defense. Ship and boatbuilding was one 
of the first and most important industries. Perhaps this long 
seagoing tradition is the reason why Long Island Sound is 
now the scene of the most concentrated boating activity in 
the United States. 

A yachtsman’s paradise, it stretches out ExN and WxS 
for one hundred miles, is shaped like a giant whale with a 
width of about fifteen miles across the middle and has its 
center at roughly 41°05’ N. latitude and 73° W. longitude. 

Bordered to the North by the stern and rocky coast of 
Connecticut, and to the South by the dunes and cliffs of 
sandy Long Island, the shoreline of the Sound is indented 
with thousands of bays, inlets, creeks, harbors, and shallow

“gunk-holes” that are home waters to an astronomical num- 
ber of pleasure craft. 

To the West the Sound empties part of its eight foot tides 
through Hell Gate and past the skyscrapers of Manhattan; 
to the East the greater part of the current courses at five 
knots through the Race and Plum Gut, names that Sound 
yachtsmen have come to regard with a sailor’s respect. Here 
skippers have encountered some of their most exciting pilot- 
ing experiences and the resultant satisfaction of a job well- 
done; here also many others, heedless of the power of wind 
and tide, have come to grief. Here the six-mile-wide Race, 
which extends from Plum to Fisher’s Islands, is often placid 
as a mill pond, and more often is characterized by spume 
tossed chop and towering seas. The crest of a mountain 
lies just under the water’s surface where the tidal currents 
pour swiftly past, and the pile-up of the seas fighting each 
other in their passage are responsible for the turbulence. 

“I catch loads of bluefish in the Race,” says the seasoned 
Captain of the fishing boat Kuno, Frank Moss, “but I keep 
a sharp eye on the wind and weather. It’s a bad place to be 
cruising when a mackerel sky foretells a coming squall.” 

The Sound, however, is not always so grim. During the 
balmy days of summer, the water is dotted with fishing out- 
boarders out after the numerous flounders, weakfish, blues 
and striped Bass which abound here. Sleek and fast in- 
board and outboard cruisers criss-cross the water with their 
wakes, or lounge at anchor while the family and crew picnic 
or sun bathe. Clusters of white sails bunched together give 
evidence of a hard fought contest during one of the dozens 
of races going on almost every day of the boating season. 

Etched against the sky at Montauk, Greenport, Niantic, 
New London and a dozen other eastern Long Island and 
Connecticut harbors, looms a forest of masts and lines, 
the outriggers of the sleek charter sportfishing fleet. You 
can hire these fast fishing machines, equipped with fight- 
ing chairs for parties from four to six, the latest electronic 





equipment, and the services of a fish-wise skipper and mate 
from anywhere between fifty and a hundred dollars a day, 
depending on the boat, and the length of time you spend 
going after gamefish. For more modest fishing, party-boats 
carrying large numbers of anglers leave the docks in the 
early morning and return in the afternoon. The cost is 
rarely more than five or six dollars a head, and the party- 
boat men know where the cod, flounders, fluke and blues 
abound. 

If it’s neither fishing nor racing that interests you, you 
are a cruising man, and it is as a cruising ground that Long 
Island Sound excels. The Sound is dotted with harbors full 
of the attractions of quiet anchorages, varied scenery, good 
marinas, shipyards, and waterside restaurants. Plan how 
far you wish to cruise in a day, look for the names of poten- 
tial ports within range, and then just read the descriptions 
in Duncan and Blanchard’s Cruising Guide to the New 
England Coast to pick the harbor that most appeals to you. 

Though not in L. I. Sound proper, Block Island is only 
14 miles from Montauk Harbor and is the mecca for many 
Sound yachtsmen off on week-end cruises. Named for the 
Dutch Captain, Adriaen Block, who sailed there in the 
Restless, more than 350 years ago, the windswept island has 
a good anchorage, docks, supplies, restaurants, and hotels 
to tempt the boatman. It is far enough from the mainland 
to have acquired its own interesting historical background, 
and close enough for an easy day’s sail. Fogs are frequent 
between Montauk and Block and the navigator must watch 
his tides and currents. The best anchorage is in the Great 
Salt Pond, and due to the rapidly sloping bottom and poor 
holding ground, boats should anchor close inshore and allow 
plenty of scope. 

Greenport, L. I. is another interesting port that lures the 
Sound’s cruisers. Lying in the fork formed by Montauk and 
Orient points, it is home for charter and commercial fishing 
boats in the near hundreds. The menhaden fishing fleet, last

refuge of the now forgotten art of the American sea chanty, 
is often to be seen here. Sag Harbor, also in the fork of 
Long Island’s Eastern tip, is an historic little town that re- 
cently celebrated its 250th birthday anniversary. In the 
1800’s with Nantucket and New Bedford, Sag Harbor sent 
its men and ships around the world in the search for the 
sperm whale and its oil. The yachtsman, as well as thou- 
sands of yearly visitors, can inspect the “scrimshaw”’, curios 
carved of whalebone by the whalers in their off-watches, 
harpoons, and the famed double-ended whaleboats at the 
Whaling Museum. There is a Whalers’ Church, that once 
ministered to the spiritual needs of these rough men, which 
is fenced in with flensing knives—used to strip the blubber 
from the dead whales. Try to make Sag Harbor during day- 
light as outlying shoals and unlighted bouys make naviga- 
tion treacherous. 

Once again through the Race or Plum Gut, in Fishers 
Island Sound, up the Mystic River, you can tie up for the 
night at the famous Mystic Seaport, a non-profit institution 
dedicated to preserving the ships and relics of America’s 
maritime past. Here is the Joseph Conrad, and the last of 
the New Bedford whalers, the Charles W. Morgan, pre- 
served intact in a concrete cradle sunk into the river. You 
can go through her from stem to stern and visualize the life 
with its thrills, compensations and hardships that whalemen 
lived.. The seaport is really a restored town, and there are 
ropewalks, sail lofts, blacksmith shops, boatbuilding sheds, 
a church, tavern—all exactly as they were when the ha- 
rassed British referred to it as that “cursed little hornet’s 
nest” of rakish privateers. There is a restaurant on the 
premises and showers. A nominal fee is charged for dock- 
age, and is applied to the maintenance cost of the exhibits. 

New London is the starting point for many ocean races 
besides being the site of the United States Coast Guard 
Academy, a big Navy submarine base, and the famous row- 
ing course where Yale and Harvard struggle for shell su-

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premacy above the railroad and Post Road bridges. The 
harbor itself offers good protection and anchorage along 
with haulage facilities and any supplies you might require. 
Watch for the dinghy and knockabout fleets sailed by future 
Coast Guard officers, or pulling boats with these sweating 
youngsters bent over the oars. 

The Shennecossett Yacht Club of Fishers Island Sound is 
central headquarters for pleasure boating in the area. Typi- 
cal member families are folks like the Alexander Olcotts. 
Mrs. Olcott teaches sailing and swimming while 13-year- 
old Robert Odgen, and 15-year-old Patricia, put her theories 
into aquatic practice. Mr. Olcott is with the Electric Boat 
Company, builders of the first atomic submarine. 

Westward from New London the mouth of the Connecti- 
cut River beckons to the cruiser. To explore Essex, a sleepy 
boating town, and Hamburg Cove, snug anchorage often 
used by local craft as a hurricane haven, is a challenge no 
“gunkholer” can resist. Further up are Middletown and 
Hartford, but here the navigator should watch his charts, 
buoys, and ranges. Off the town of Old Saybrook is the 
picturesque Cornfield Lightship guarding Long Sand Shoal.

Clinton Harbor, Duck Island Roads, New Haven—all 
have sights to offer and harbors to be explored. Off the 
coast of Branford are a cluster of tiny rock islands of all 
shapes and sizes. Once used by the Indians for oyster feasts, 
they now serve as a summer-cottage colony for folks who 
must have their groceries delivered by motorboat. The 
Thimble Islands offer what has been called the most un- 
usual anchorage found on Long Island Sound, in addition 
to being unique in atmosphere. Residents here still use 
kerosene lamps, catch fresh water in rain barrels and spin 
yarns about some of the awful storms that have driven the 
spray against their houses like horizontal rain. 

If you prefer the independent way of yachting, and would 
rather cruise straight down the middle of the Sound away 
from the noise and bustle of cities, you will undoubtedly use 
Stratford Shoal Lighthouse on the Middle Ground as your 
halfway check point. Sticking up from the water like a 
Charles Addams ghost house, the famous light, in lonely 
splendor, sends out its reassuring, white ten-second beam.

CAVALIER 
CRUISER

N ESSENCE, P-B’s test boat this month is a mini-scaled 
| yacht, aboard which two can cruise and live comfort- 

ably for a weekend or a full vacation. It is a 22-foot 
two-sleeper inboard-powered express cruiser with sufficient 
cockpit space for a party of six to spend a day on the 
water without feeling overly crowded. Equipped with a 
six-cylinder 95 hp engine, it lists at $4,020 and, as tested, 
included $473.55 worth of accessory equipment bringing 
the price to $4,493.55. 

This stock production cruiser is manufactured by Cava- 
lier Boats, a division of the Chris-Craft Corporation, 
Pompano Beach, Florida. The 22-footer, with either two or 
four sleeper cabin layouts, is the largest in a series of 
Cavalier inboard and outboard cruisers of 16, 19 and 
22 feet in length. 

The Cavalier line of Chris-Craft boats is styled and con- 
structed to offer low cost boating. Yet despite the modest 
price tag, the 22-foot Cavalier manages to incorporate most 
of the high quality features found in the more expensive

lines offered by the Chris-Craft Corporation. The late 
Christopher Columbus Smith, founder of the company, was 
planning for top caliber stock boats when he turned out his 
first production model in 1922. Since then the company 
has become the world’s largest boat building concern, with 
plants in Algonac, Holland, and Cadillac, Michigan; 
Chattanooga, Tennessee; Caruthersville, Missouri; Salis- 
bury, Maryland; and combined manufacturing and execu- 
tive offices in an impressive new headquarters at Pompano 
Beach, Florida. 

In establishing the PB ratings for the Cavalier, judgments 
were made by comparing the Cavalier with cruisers of 
similar size in the same basic price range. Naturally I did 
not expect to find features in a $4,500 22-footer that I 
would take for granted in a boat of similar size costing twice 
as much. Yet when the tests were completed I was left with 
a healthy respect for a manufacturer that offers so much 
boat for so little. 

The Cavalier rates above-average for safety. However, 
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The boat’s shift control, left, operates easily, though 
arc in shifting to reverse is uncomfortably long. Cabin 
arrangement, below, is also offered in a four-sleeper 
layout. This is largest cruiser in Cavalier line. 


keep in mind that no 22-foot cabin cruiser is designed 
for exceptionally rough water usage. This size boat is more 
at home on the type of water for which it has been planned: 
cruising on protected lakes, inland waterways and bays, or 
for offshore use only with considered judgment. 

At full speed the Cavalier can be turned hard to port or 
starboard in a tight circle with no tendency toward capri- 
ciousness which might throw an unwary passenger violently 
about in the cockpit or the cabin. 

She is fitted with a sturdily hung rudder of 95-square- 
inch area and rudder linkage of 2 inch heavy galvanized 
pipe. The shift mechanism, made to Cavalier specifications 
and fitted with bronze bell cranks, was easy to operate, 
though I had to search for neutral position at times and 
felt the shifting could have been more positive. Also, the 
shifting arc was overly long so that in backing down, a 
helmsman without anthropoid arms must crouch slightly. 
This could cause an operator momentarily to steer blindly. 

The wheel was well placed and visibility was excellent

through the generous-sized plate glass windshield. The 
throttle control location to the right of the workmanlike 
instrument assembly—which included ammeter, oil pres- 
sure gauge, tachometer and navigation lights controls—was 
short and seemed to me awkwardly placed. Though this 
might be considered more appropriately in the comfort 
rating, a longer and more easily accessible throttle control 
would add to safety of the boat when a quick change of 
rpm’s is called for. 

The engine compartment hatch cover is easily lifted to 
completely scavenge any gasoline fumes before starting. I 
would recommend this added precaution despite the fact 
that the bilges are well vented with two air scoops on the 
sheer capping forward of amidships and two bilge vents aft 
on the top of the transom. 

Though naturally you can’t expect to find a walk-around 
deck on a 22-foot cruiser, the sturdy grab rail on the wind-

shield, full hand rails on the cabin top, and the uncluttered 
7% inch-wide sheer capping offers a stable foothold for 
clambering forward even when underway. A toe rail from 
amidships to the bow offers added security. 

Though a foredeck hatch is a real convenience, I was not 
particularly pleased with the method used to secure it. The 
fastenings were designed and installed so that they jutted 
downward rather than folding flat against the overhead. 
This made it possible for a person unwittingly to strike 
against them; there also was no means to lift the closed 
hatch from the outside. 

The finish throughout the rest of the boat was free of any 
jagged obstructions other than for a pair of small cap 
plates on the metal cockpit coaming trim. A more care- 
fully designed fitting could be used here. 

Cavalier indicates a 68 inch cabin headroom. Our own

America, 1851 winner of the “Hundred Guinea Cup.” 


OR 107 years now, amateur admirals on both sides of 
Pine Atlantic have been pouring wealth and ambition 

into a sea-going vendetta for a battered old silver mug, 
worth, if it were melted down, no more than $100. They 
fight with gleaming, knife-like yachts rather than battle- 
wagons; with luck, skullduggery and the skills of modern 
boat-building science rather than battle plans. 

This year the century-old Anglo-American battle on the 
high seas flares into dction again. Its prize: the baroque 
old pitcher called The America’s Cup. 

The cup weighs 134 ounces stripped, stands 27 inches 
high, and when it was first bought, cost about $500. Since 
it was first raced for in 1851, American and British yachts- 
men have poured up to $30 million dollars into the fight 
over its possession. 

The America’s Cup, like the dream of one of Shake- 
speare’s characters, “hath no bottom.” It does, however, 
have a bolt. With this bolt, the cup stands securely snugged 
down at the top of a cascading white marble staircase in a 
building that American admirers hope will remain its 
permanent home, the ornaté rooms of the New York Yacht 
Club.

tiny island and its determined young monarch, Queen 
Victoria. 

As part of the Crystal Palace Exhibition, the Earl of 
Wilton writes a letter inviting an American yacht to par- 
ticipate in the colorful yachting festivities at Cowes. Wilton 
didn’t fully savor the prophetic overtones of the last sen- 
tence in his formal note: 

“For myself, I may be permitted to say that I shall have 
great pleasure in extending to your countrymen any civility 
that lies in my power, and shall be very glad to avail myself 
of any improvements in shipbuilding that the industry and 
skill of your nation have enabled you to elaborate.” 

The English had a second reason for issuing the invita- 
tion. America’s rakish clippers were beating British on 
many a vital trade route, and the English were anxious to 
see what new ideas the Yankees might have up their nautical 
sleeve. 

John Cox Stevens, the New Yorker who received Wilton’s 
invitation, turned to a brilliant young designer, George 
Steers. Steers, a radical in naval architecture, had turned 
out an extremely fast cutter, the Mary Taylor. 

Steers’ designs were exactly the reverse of the British. 
English yachts and work vessels were built on the old “cod’s 
head and mackerel tail” principle with a full, bluff blow 
and a fine exit astern. Steers boats were fine as a knife 
forward and powerful. The English yacht pushed its way 
through the water; the American simply slid through it. 

John Stevens, a New York businessman who was com- 
modore of the newly formed New York Yacht Club, 
accomplished two things with his letter of accéptance. He 
neatly covered himself in case of defeat, and he set a tone 
of friendliness which was to survive bitter abuse through the 
later history of the cup: 

“. . . We propose to take with good grace the sound 
thrashing we are likely to get .. . not the least of our regrets 
will be to have lost the opportunity of personally thanking

the gentlemen of the Royal Yacht 
Squadron and yourself for your con- 
siderate kindness. . . .” 

Stevens and a group of other New 
Yorkers commissioned a chunky litt’e 
101-foot schooner on the lines of a 
Sandy Hook pilot boat. She had full 
sections aft, a fine bow and the now 
bygone gaff rig. She was to cost the 
staggering amount of $30,000. 

When Stevens and his associates first stepped aboard their 
challenger on May 3, 1851, they were properly pleased. 
It was to be the conservative British who would later 
shudder at her slightly drunken look (her two masts raked 
aft slightly) and her unorthodox lines. 

They named her America. 

The America’s builder, in an outburst of what must have 
been uncontrolled emotionalism had agreed that if the 
yacht could not outsail any other yacht in American waters, 
the syndicate might reject her. They could even not pay 
for her if she were not better than the best boats the 
British might run against her, and if he were late in deliver- 
ing her the syndicate again might refuse to take title to her! 

The America was late in launching, as almost all boats 
are. She lost her first race to a huge skimming dish named 
Maria, which to rub her victory in actually sailed rings 
around the little schooner in New York’s lower bay. But 
the America outsailed every other boat that crossed her 
way, including a few steamboats. 

The syndicate knew it had a good thing, took advantage 
of the builder, and offered $20,000 outright. The deal was 
made. 

Stevens, America’s leading sportsman, had more than just 
honor in mind. He thought “that there would be plenty to 
compete for, with the probability of large cash wagers and 
special match races.” 

Eagerly, the America was sent off to make history, and 
hopefully, a few dollars on the side. 

From the first she made history. She was the first Ameri- 
can yacht to cross the Atlantic. But her very speed was to

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prevent her from making money. The America’s fate was 
to be unsullied by profit. 

The yacht went first to Le Havre so that the British would 
not be able to study her too closely while she was fitted out. 
While she was there, the American ambassador to France 
had some pointed advice for the owners. 

“Don’t race against the British,” he said optimistically, 
“you are sure to be defeated. The eyes of the world are on 
you; you will be beaten, and the country will be abused. . . .” 

The owners were taciturn. “We are in for it, and must 
go,” they said. 

“Well,” huffed the ambassador, “if you do go, and are 
beaten, you had better not return to your country.” 

Finally, the America was ready. She left Le Havre and 
ghosted toward the English coast. A fog rolled in and she 
anchored until morning about seven miles out of Cowes. 

The next morning, a sleek cutter, the Laverock, one of 
the best of the British fleet, came out to give the interloper 
a look over. As the Laverock circled around the America 
a fine breeze sprang up. It was just too much for the 
sporting sense of Commodore Stevens. Up went the 
America’s jib. 

Stevens later described the unofficial race: 

“We were loaded with extra sails, with beef and pork 
and bread enough for an East India voyage, and were four 
or five inches too deep in the water. 

“During the first five minutes not a sound was heard save, 
perhaps, the beating of our anxious hearts or the slight 
ripple of the water on the America’s swordlike stem. 

“The captain was crouched upon the floor of the cockpit, 
his seemingly unconscious hand upon the tiller, with his 
stern, unaltering gaze upon the vessel ahead. 

“The men were motionless as statues, their eager eyes 
fastened up on the Laverock with a fixedness and intensity 
that seemed almost unnatural... . 

“It could not and did not last long. We worked quickly 
and surely to windward of her wake. The crisis was past; 
and some dozen of deep-drawn sighs proved the agony was 
over.” 

The America’s victory over the Laverock dashed any 
hopes Stevens and his syndicate might have had of racing 
the British for wager. The proud but impressed English 
simply wouldn’t come out and play. The London Times 
compared the commotion which followed the America’s 
victory with the “appearance of a sparrowhawk among a 
flock of woodpigeons. . . .” 

Stevens and company tried without success to arrange 
match races with any of the British yachts, under any con- 
ditions, for any amounts of money. They were so unable 
to scare up competition that they came close to sailing 
home. 

Finally, in August, the Earl of Wilton mentioned a 
specific race for a trophy cup “to be sailed for by vessels 
of all rigs and nations.” 

The race was for a trophy put up by the Royal Yacht 
Squadron, valued at 100 guineas. The course was around 
the Isle of Wight, a good part of it in closed water, where 
local knowledge of tides and winds gave the British an 
overwhelming advantage against the American invader. 
The London Times commented rather archly on this fact: 

“The course around the Isle of Wight is notoriously one 
of the most unfair to strangers that can be selected, and, 
indeed, does not appear a good race-ground to anyone, 
inasmuch as the current and tides render local knowledge

Beached. 


By John Wilkes 


NLAND LAKE sailing can be as exciting as offshore 
cruising, especially if you are blessed with a body of 
water such as Lake Ontario. Day sailors abound, and 

for the more adventuresome there is enough water for ex- 
tended cruising. 

With my 20-foot Falcon sloop, I had centered my sailing 
activities in sheltered Toronto harbor and surrounding area 
until | had to move to Oshawa, only 40 land miles to the 
east and just slightly farther by water. My crew, the tradi- 
tional first mate, had proved to be a good sailor so I didn’t 
consider a third member when planning the trip, though 
efficient handling called for three aboard. 

The first of July holiday week-end was selected for the 
short hop; we considered it as routine as an automobile trip. 
After all, both cities are located on the same shore and terra 
firma would never be out of sight. What could possibly go 
wrong? 

Saturday morning came with a head-wind blowing out of 
the east; we left the shelter of the harbor and tacked out on 
the lake to take advantage of the winds. This course meant 
more miles, but we felt the freshening breeze would more 
than make up for the added distance. By early afternoon, 
however, the wind had died down so that a cigarette could 
be lighted without cupping your hand around the match. 
As we lay becalmed, trying to ghost back towards shore, we 
discussed our lack of foresight in choosing this route and 
depending on the weather to hold. It now appeared we 
would be lucky to reach suitable anchorage before nightfall, 
and as if to add insult to injury, the big city neons began to 
glow. This indicated that our easterly progress had been 
limited to a very few miles. We made anchorage outside a 
suburban pumping station, knowing the winds had been 
against us but hoping the morning would bring improve- 
ment. 

Sunday, as Saturday, dawned fresh and bright with a sim- 
ilar brisk easterly of about ten knots. We again had to set 
off on a southward tack that carried us far offshore. As we 
readied to come about, the wind, which had been. losing 
force, now dropped to a whisper. We lowered the working 
jib and hoisted a greatly oversized genoa. In the calm it 
didn’t help much, but we wanted to take advantage of every 
puff. What breath there was seemed to be coming now out 
of the northeast. This improved our tack; we went on a 
reach, heading due east for our goal of Oshawa. 

Then, after hours of loafing along on this course we be- 
came suddenly aware of a darkening sky. Thunderheads 
were building up in the north; we were undoubtedly sitting 
in the calm before the storm. Lying about five miles off- 
shore, my concern was whether we could get in before the 
storm hit. 

Now I became acutely conscious of a situation I had com- 
pletely neglected: the towering Scarborough bluffs that rose 
skyward from the water’s edge ahead of us. Although 
unfamiliar with the waters hereabouts, I did know that there 
was no sheltering harbor for more than 15 miles in either 
direction. Should we heave to and ride it out with 30 miles 
of sea at our stern? Turn back west and retreat? Continue

Aracing yachtsman since 1930, Elliott 
has more wins than he can remember 


won the Transpacific Honolulu race twice—once in Esca- 
pade and once in another skipper’s boat, the Lipton Race 
six times, and a raft of West Coast events such as the En- 
senada Race, Los Angeles Mid Winter Regatta, and many 
Newport and San Diego races. 

From these wins Elliott has built a philosophy of sailing 
that many U. S. competitors try to copy. 

“There is not much involved in.winning,” Elliott told this 
reporter, “but what is involved is important. You need three 
things: a good boat, a good crew, and a ready knowledge of 
the rules.” 

“If you’ve got a good boat,” Elliott continued, “a boat 
with a chance of winning, you have a chance to get a top 
crew. Good crews like to work on winning boats. Good 
crews like to win. If you don’t have a good boat, the best 
crew in the world can’t keep a better boat, equally manned, 
from winning.” 

Elliott has always raced “good boats.” Starting in the 
early °30’s, sailing on other boats, he formed opinions suffi- 
ciently to purchase King’s X, a 36 foot yawl by 1934. By 
1940, he had increased his talents to the point he felt he 
could race the notable California 32 Class boats. He 
bought Escapade. 

Escapade, with a 46 foot over-all length and a 32 foot 
waterline, has been a winning boat. Designed by Nicholas 
Potter and built in 1937 by Fellows and Stewart, she was 
first owned by John Hurndell. Sunk in 1938, when she hit 
the Los Angeles breakwater, Escapade was rebuilt and sold 
to Elliott in 1940. Five copies of Escapade were built in 
1938 by Fellows and Stewart and two were later built by 
Walter Franz at the South Coast Ship Yards in Newport 
Beach, but none have run up records yet to equal the 
Elliott boat. 

This belies Elliott’s belief that a good skipper is unim- 
portant. “A mediocre skipper can get wins if he has a good 
crew,” Elliott tells people who ask for his winning formula, 
but competitors know better. 

“Elliott’s got the winning combination,” one of them said 
recently, “and it’s in his head, not in his crew or boat.” 

Elliott does not belittle sailing and racing knowledge. To 
him, one of the most important tools are the rules. Accord- 
ing to him, a thorough knowledge of rules is the most im- 
portant thing a skipper can bring on board his boat. “Igno- 
rance of the rules, not knowing what your rights are, can 
lose races faster than anything else,” he says. 

He is not talking only about the big races, the Trans- 
pacific Honolulu, the Lipton or the Swiftsure, when he says 
this. He feels that the smaller races are won on the same 
points as the big ones. He places even more emphasis on 
the importance of the smaller races than he does on the big 
ones. To him, the small class races are important practice 
grounds for big boat skippers. 

“They are not only training grounds for novice skippers,” 
he says, “but practice grounds for everyone. A sailor can 
get more experience and maneuvering practice in a small 
boat in one afternoon than he can in one month of compe- 
tition in a big boat.” 

Elliott is particularly interested in dinghy races. Both his 
son and daughter were trained in these before moving up 
to bigger boats. Not long ago, while visiting Acapulco, 
Elliott was talked into entering some dinghy races there. He 
won a majority of them. 

“It wasn’t difficult,” he told them. “When I’m not sailing 
Escapade \'m sailing dinghies.” 

To Elliott, sailing, continually, frequently, is the most 
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important tool a racing skipper can have. He feels it is the 
weight which moves the balance to the winner. 

“A man who hasn’t sailed continually,” Elliott points out, 
“will race in top form for 15 to 30 minutes, then he begins 
to let up. A practiced sailor, who keeps in top form, never 
lets up. That’s why he wins.” 

“That’s only part of the reason,” says Walter Franz, a 
Newport ship builder. “Any time you race against Elliott 
you automatically figure yourself lucky for second place. 
You never plan on first. Elliott has a shrewd, sea captain’s 
mind. If he doesn’t win by out-maneuvering you, he stays 
calm and wears you down.” 

Calmness has long been an Elliott trait. He remains un- 
ruffled, at least externally, under the most frustrating cir- 
cumstances. He feels it gives everyone an opportunity to 
give their best. 

In 1947, during the mid-winter regatta in Los Angeles, 
Elliott had an opportunity to prove his philosophy. He was 
running in the middle of the pack, behind first-place Franz 
and a second place boat. The leaders had passed the Long 
Beach marker and had set their spinnakers for the inside 
run. As Elliott rounded the same marker his crew failed to 
get their spinnaker set. He was running under his main 
with his genoa doing very little good. 

Inside the strait, the leaders hit light, fluky air. Even so, 
they settled back anticipating an easy victory as distance 
between them and Elliott appeared to increase. But by the 
time the boats neared the finish line, Elliott moved past, 
sails, including spinnaker, proudly set. 

“How in hell did you win,” roared Franz, “after your 
crew fouled up that way?” 

“Simple,” replied the unruffled Elliott. “I knew I had a 
good crew so I let them win.” 

“He’s just a damn good psychologist,” a crew member 
interjected. “That’s why he won. He looked at us. ‘You got 
me into this,’ he said, ‘now get me out.’ What else could 
we do?” 

Elliott’s calm, professional manner affects all of his com- 
petitors. During one race in which he had gotten a poor 
start, Elliott had managed to climb into second place by the 
second lap. For the remainder of the race he hovered be- 
hind the lead boat. On the last leg the skipper of the first 
boat threw up his hands, left the wheel, and ordered a re- 
placement. In the exchange, Elliott sailed past to win. 

“It was a dreadful experience,” the losing skipper said 
later. “My stomach was tight in knots and the crew was 
straining to make all the speed we could. Every time I 
looked back all I could see was Elliott calm, relaxed, as if he 
was Out for a Sunday sail. He gave me the impression he 
could pass any time he wanted. It was more than I could 
take.” 

“I try to remain calm,” says Elliott, “not to frighten com- 
petitors but because the ship runs better and I can think 
faster.” 

The 1941 Honolulu race, which Elliott won in Escapade, 
is one example of his fast thinking. Four days out of Los 
Angeles a boat sailed past Elliott. Quickly he called a coun- 
cil of war, checking wind conditions and currents in the 
area. 

“We'll wait until the boat is out of sight,” he said, “then 
we'll change course 30 degrees.” 

Elliott’s orders were followed. 100 miles south, Escapade 
picked up good winds and reached Honolulu ahead of the 
fleet. 

His continual command of the techniques of sailing and

winning have made him the top racing master on the west 
coast. Many top skippers come to him for advice. In 
1951 industrialist George Larrabee, owner of Goodwill, 
asked Elliott to command her in the Honolulu race. Since 
she was the biggest (160 foot) yacht ever entered in the 
event, Elliott was intrigued and accepted. 

He spent nine months readying the ship for the race. He 
installed more than 7000 feet of % and % inch wire line, 
inventing a new grommet for reefing foresails, and plotting 
a winning assault. When the ship left Los Angeles, with 
Larrabee as skipper and Elliott as sailing master, everything 
was in order for a win, although the experts had tabbed 
Morning Star as the pre-race favorite. 

On the second day, Elliott, who expected to be 50 miles 
behind Morning Star, was surprised to spot sails on the 
horizon ahead. He broke out the glasses and quickly iden- 
tified the boat as Morning Star. 

“Great God,” he exclaimed, “we’re ahead of our plan.” 

By dark Morning Star was four or five miles astern. She 
never headed Goodwill again. Elliott finished 22 hours 
ahead of her, and even though it was not strictly according 
to plan, Elliott classes that event as his most thrilling mo- 
ment. 

“There is something about sailing,” Elliott says, “that 
beats anything else a man can do. It is a sport even when 
you aren’t racing. A man gets pleasure from cruising a 
power boat, but nothing like the pleasure he gets from sail- 
ing. I like the lack of noise, the whistle of wind through 
the shrouds and the calm, timeless feelings.” 

Elliott who is an independent oil producer on week days, 
has pursued these feelings every available moment for 25 
years. Recently, because of a heart condition, he has elimi- 
nated racing from his schedule, but friends expect he will 
never quit sailing. 

“After I had the heart attack,” Elliott said, “the doctor 
told me to sell my business and the boat.” 

He was about to sell Escapade when a friend heard of the 
news. 

“Sell it?” the friend asked. “You can still sit on it.” 

“He had a point,” says Elliott, “so I kept Escapade.” 

On weekends he would drive to Newport Beach, where 
the boat is moored, to sit on her. Slowly he found that he 
could get the feel of her again, if he asked friends to sail 
her for him. Then Elliott, who couldn’t sit in the cockpit 
while others did the work, began helping. Soon he was 
again in command, even sailing and racing again. Realizing 
the strain racing involves. Elliott has now eliminated racing, 
but continues to sail at every opportunity. 

Much of his efforts today are directed toward the devel- 
opment of sailing as a sport. He has been Commodore of 
the Los Angeles Yacht Club and the Newport Beach Yacht 
Club. Currently he is Commodore of the Pacific Coast 
Yachting Association, parent organization on the Pacific. 
He is busily engaged in fighting the new Internal Revenue 
code sections levying a stiff 20 per cent tax on yacht clubs, 
moorings and lockers. 

“Elliott’s influence is felt strongly along the West Coast,” 
Walter Franz says, “and I doubt that it will ever diminish. 
The guy has done more for yachting here than any man 
living or dead. He has reached the pinnacle of yachting. 
He’s a good sailor, well liked and always working for yacht- 
ing.” 
There is little doubt of the truth of Franz’s statement. 
Along the West Coast yachtsmen think of Elliott as the

FUEL SYSTEMS 


By ELBERT ROBBERSON 


ASOLINE is a wonderfully compact and efficient source 

of power. However, it must be kept clean and dry to 
be reliable, and there is considerable hazard if it is not 
handled and stored properly. Fortunately, we can keep out 
of trouble by just following a few common-sense rules. 


RELIABILITY 


The main trouble occurring in fuel systems is the pres- 
ence of impurities, which either block the flow through the 
small passages, or else show up in the carburetor, taking 
the place of the fuel itself. Particles of dirt, rust, and gum 
can cause blockage; and water or sludge that reaches the 
engine instead of gasoline certainly won't burn. 

Ordinarily, we think of engines as oily, somewhat dirty, 
pieces of machinery. Many of them deserve this descrip- 
tion. However, inside the fuel system, hospital cleanliness 
should be the rule, no matter how dirt and rust-encrusted 
the exterior may be. Careful skippers strain their fuel, 
and there are funnels with built-in screens available for 
the purpose. 

With outboard motors having separate fuel tanks, handle 
the fuel hose with respect, and, when it is detached, do not 
drop the end in the bilge where it may pick up dirt or

water. During inactive periods, when the hose is discon- 
nected, cover the end fitting so foreign matter cannot get in. 

Keep the strainers in the fuel line, fuel pump, and car- 
buretor clean, and the connections tight. Also watch the 
condition of the inside of the tank—if you can hear dirt 
rolling around in the bottom, or see it through the filler 
hole, clean it out. 

Water often collects in fuel tanks through condensation 
—the remedy is to keep moist air out. After a day’s run, 
do not leave the tank half-empty, but refuel. Otherwise, 
damp air inside may condense out its water on the tank 
walls as they cool down. Leave a space in the tank of 
about 5% of the total capacity to allow for expansion— 
or else the tank may overflow. On outboard tanks, close 
the air vent tightly when the engine is shut down. If the 
boat is to be laid up for a long period, the fuel should be 
drained, so there will be no chance for sludge or varnish

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to form. Throw away the old gasoline, and when filling 

the tank again, use only fresh fuel. A few cents saved by 

storing fuel for long periods of time may be earned at 

the price of costly and troublesome engine failures later on. 
SAFETY 

Watching a rough-and-ready type mechanic work on 
an engine with a cigaret hanging from his mouth, may 
give the impression that gasoline is a mild liquid, and 
nothing to be afraid of. But when you read of the many 
boat fires that occur in the course of a season, you'll note 
that gasoline is the main culprit. 

Oddly enough, gasoline actually doesn’t burn: the vapor 
causes the fire. Vapor will “boil off” of gasoline at temper- 
atures as low as 50-degrees below zero. Being heavier 
than air, it will not dissipate immediately as a lighter gas 
might, but flows around a boat much the same as a liquid. 
The slightest spark, or even contact with hot metal, is

enough to set it off—and because of the way the fumes 
travel through a boat, this ignition source may be in a 
part of the boat quite a distance away from the tanks 
or engine. Even greater danger arises from the fact that 
in any concentration of gasoline vapor in air, from a prac- 
tically odorless 1.4% to a 7.6% mixture, explosion will 
result, devastating in itself, and usually followed by a fierce 
fire. 
One of the main requisites to safe usage of gasoline is 
a proper fuel system installation, providing sufficient ven- 
tilation to prevent collection of vapor in compartments or 
low spots in the hull. Boats with inboard engines are re- 
quired to have engine and fuel compartment ventilators, 
and a filling pipe arrangement and tank vent which will 
discharge all fumes overboard.

Keep pouring spout in 
direct contact with 
tank inlet to prevent 
causing static spark. 


Fueling procedure is important. So that fumes blowing 
around in the air do not enter the boat, all doors, hatches 
and ports should be closed; and the motor should be 
shut down. No smoking, of course. Unless the pouring 
spout can be put directly into the fill pipe before fuel 
flows, use a funnel. The pouring spout should be placed in 
direct contact with the metal of the tank inlet, and kept 
there all the time, to prevent any possibility of a static 
electricity spark striking between the nozzle and tank. 

Gasoline fires occur with outboard motors as well as 
inboards. Older models, and the small modern jobs which 
have permanently attached tanks are particularly hazard- 
ous, partly because the possibility of danger is seldom 
realized. 

First of all, be especially careful about spillage—and if 
it does occur, wipe up the gasoline, open the motor cover 
and allow all traces of liquid to evaporate. Otherwise, the 
first spark at the magneto points might set the engine afire. 
After fueling, any closed boat should be aired out for five 
minutes before starting the engine or turning on any elec- 
trical equipment, or anything involving flame or the pos- 
sibility of sparking. If there is an engine-room blower, 
run it during this period. 

Never attempt to fill the tank on a hot engine—some 
small “hot spot” which may be hit by stray fuel may have 
a sufficiently high temperature for ignition. If the engine 
runs out of gasoline while underway, open it up and give 
it a chance to cool off before trying to refuel. 

Portable fuel tanks should not be filled in the boat; but, 
rather, should be taken on the dock, or ashore, with the 
flexible line to the engine disconnected. Before returning 
the tank to the boat, close the cover and vent tightly, so 
that no fuel can slosh out; and do not open the vent again 
until the tank is securely in position and the engine hose 
connected. 

’ Pressurized tanks should not be permanently installed 
in the boat, and particular care must be taken that all 
connections are tight and remain bone-dry. The slightest 
trace of dampness around the fuel-line fitting is a sign that 
gasoline is coming out and evaporating, changing to the 
dangerous vapor that may collect in danger areas. 

There is a strong temptation in outboard boats simply 
to lay the fuel tank in a convenient spot in the stern. 
Then, as the boat pounds around, or is maneuvered sharply, 
the tank is liable to shift—sometimes being thrown so 
violently it seems as if it might go through the side of the 
boat. This is dangerous to the tank, and could easily result 
in damage to the hose—furthermore, the tank might really 
go through the side some time. Provide a snug box into 
which the tank can be secured: any heavy weights banging 
around in a boat are bad, and gasoline tanks are worse. 

At the end of an outing, turn off the tank shut-off valve, 
or in the case of a pressurized tank, release the pressure. 
The piping or hose is not likely to fail in your absence 
(although it has happened) but there is always a possibility 
of a carburetor float-valve sticking or leaking through wear, 
with the result that a tank full of gasoline might very 
well overflow and fill the bilge. 

And, remember, always inspect the engine and fuel com- 
partment, and air the boat out thoroughly, before starting 
the engine. Follow your fuel safety rules every time you 
use the boat, and avoid being featured in one of those 
stories that says: “Immediately upon pressing the starter 
button there was a loud explosion. . .”

on our leg and hope for the best? Or head shoreward for 
the rocks and cliffs rising perpendicular from the water’s 
edge? , 

While pondering our position, I headed for land with all 
sail flying, hoping that the extra canvas would bring us in to 
the lee of the cliffs before the fury of the storm hit. My 
quick decision to do this instead of preparing for foul 
weather was to tax our nerves to the limit in a short while. 

As the sky continued to darken, the wind began to rise. 
Our little sloop began to heel in the old familiar way, and 
the thrill of sailing before a stiff wind excited us. After two 
days of calm, the spray was refreshing and the angle of the 
hull brought a relief from the previous boredom. Our jen- 
nie jib became soaked along the foot, and the whistle of 
the wind in the rigging reminded us of salty movies. 

Wind velocity continued to increase, and the starboard 
stays became awash. Suddenly, like the twanging of a giant 
bow, one of the port stays steadying the mast let go. The 
upper section flew skyward, entangling itself in the halyard 
holding up the mainsail. By now the whistle in the rigging 
was a roar; gentle spray gave way to torrents of water as the 
heavens opened up. The afternoon sky became green black, 
and the looming cliffs came closer and closer at frightening 
speed. 

It had all happened so quickly! I ordered Ruth to lower 
the main so that we could sail on the jennie alone, but the 
thoroughly entangled shroud made this impossible. She 
jerked the jammed halyard, hauled at the sail, but it 
wouldn’t budge. Not immediately aware why the main was 
not dropping, I ordered her to let go the jib sheets to spill 
some air. This proved a further mistake—the jib sheets 
went flying the moment they were released and snarled 
themselves in the starboard stays. The straining jennie held 
the gale force wind, keeping us on our side. We were now 
shipping water. 

As the bluffs grew closer, I eased the tiller over to bring 
us in a line parallel to the shore. I let loose the main sheets, 
but as the little vessel heeled, the boom and foot of the sail 
met water and the sail refused to dump its full load of air. 
There was a thump on the cockpit floor as a three-foot ever- 
green tree landed after bouncing off the main. It had been 
blown, roots and all from the bluffs above. 

We heeled along the shoreline, churning water like an 
overpowered motor launch. It seemed an eternity, but at 
last there was a break in the wall that rose above us. It was 
only a couple hundred yards wide, but there was a beach. I 
barked orders like a professional while steering a close 
course along the perimeter of the beach. At exactly the nec- 
essary moment I swung the tiller to starboard, pointing our 
bow to the beach and simultaneously hauling in the main 
sheet so we heeled right over onto our side. The momen- 
tum carried us horizontally up onto the beach where we 
grounded, the boat resting on her chine and the tip of her 
lead keel. We waded ashore with securing lines and our 
gear, and battened her down for the night. 

Next day, after sail patchwork and temporary rigging, 
we refloated her with the aid of outboard boats, and sailed 
her on comfortably to her new home. 

We learned later that during the height of the storm, 
winds reached eighty-five mph. Fortunately, we suffered no 
serious damage except to our dignity. Several lessons how- 
ever, were brought violently to our attention. You can bet 
your life that this is one sailor who, in the future, will 
quickly react to nature’s warnings. Also one who will make 
sure that his boat is adequately manned and equipped to 
cope with whatever may be encountered.

one is going to get left home and I 
don’t know who it is yet. We’ve got too 
many.” 

Where Figaro had a selected after- 
guard of talent, many of her compet- 
itors did not. The few days at Newport 
before the start always finds a few 
frantic skippers signing on inexperi- 
enced youngsters off the piers to fill out 
the watches. 

Wives and social activities in Ber- 
muda following the race also come to 
the skipper’s attention. How many 
crew members’ wives planned to fly 
down? What guest cottage reservations 
were necessary? How many people 
planned to stay over for the Governor 
General’s reception and the awards 
banquet? 

Far more important was the ar- 
rangement of the watch lists—who 
would be the two watch captains and 
who fits in best on what shift. 

In Figaro’s galley there is no specific 
cook, and each watch tries to outdo 
the other at serving tasty dishes. 
Snaith, a gourmet, does more than his 
share and has dreamed up rare combi- 
nations worthy of publication. “Over 
canned hamburgers I use a tomato 
sauce that is so good you can’t taste 
the hamburgers,” he said. 

Food then was a big preparation 
item aboard Figaro, and a part of the 
owner’s creed that a crew must be kept 
happy to win yacht races. To Snaith, 
“There is nothing so good as a salad 
when crossing the Gulfstream.” 

The skipper has a lowly opinion of 
canned products and likes fresh food if 
he can get it and keep it. On the trip to 
Spain, Snaith loaded in fresh food and 
refrigerated it with space-saving dry 
ice. This was one of those good ideas 
that didn’t work, for the dry ice car- 
bonized the fresh melons and tomatoes 
into worthless garbage. “We'll try 
something else,” was the reaction of 
Snaith, president of Raymond Loewy 
Associates and a man who makes a 
very comfortable living developing in- 
dustrial design and packaging ideas. 

During these months the skipper al- 
so reviewed his medical supplies and 
stowage of same, a subject that prob- 
ably earned more attention than ever 
following his experience with a broken 
rib at sea last summer. 

And first thoughts were given to the 
all-important sail plan. At 47 feet Fi- 
garo does not have unlimited room for 
her entire complement of sails and a 
decision that eventually had to be 
made was what to take and what to 
leave behind. 

How about a spare mainsail? Well, 
if it goes on board then a second genoa 
and a third spinnaker must come off. 
The arguments continue until starting 
day. 


“Let’s take the spare main. If we 
don’t and the mainsail blows out, the 
boat is crippled until the crew can sew 
it up.” 

“Yes, but chances of losing a couple 
of spinnakers are much greater and we 
really need that second genoa.” 

“It’s a Dacron main, new last year. 
It isn’t going to blow out.” 

“Maybe not, but what if it did?” 


MARCH, 1958. 

This was shipyard month. Figaro 
wintered in Muzzio’s yard at Stam- 
ford, Conn., about 20 miles from 
Snaith’s home in Weston, Conn., and 
she was scheduled for a mid-April 
launching. The regular annual hull 
maintenance, scraping, sanding, paint- 
ing, was completed with new white 
paint on the top sides and along the 
sheerline the turquoise green band that 
is Figaro’s distinguishing beauty mark. 

This was also a check-up period. All 
the running gear was inspected and 
replaced where necessary. Figaro had 
trouble shearing spinnaker fittings last 
season and new, stronger ones had to 
be found. 

The mast was stripped of all fittings. 
These in turn were inspected under a 
microscope for weaknesses and if all 
right they went back on the aluminum 
mast. 

All electrical gear and the consider- 
able wiring aboard this gadget-adorned 
vessel also received a thorough inspec- 
tion. 

These methods are preventive ones, 
to forestall disaster by making equip- 
ment failure virtually impossible. The 
other phase, just as vital, is the disaster 
equipment: dinghy, liferaft, flares, life- 
jackets, horseshoe-type life rings, fire 
extinguishers, ballasted flag floats, and 
parachute-type distress signals, to 
name the major items. 

Stowage of the latter gear is vital. 
The equipment must be easy to get at. 
When the sloop Elda hit the reef at the 
conclusion of the 1956 Bermuda Race, 
skipper Henry Wise had only time to 
drag out the lifejackets for his crew. 
The flares were soaked as the 46-footer 
immediately settled on the coral reef 
with a great tear in her bottom plank- 
ing. Fortunately the stern remained 
clear of water and the crew hung on 
there from 2 a.m. until their rescue the 
following morning at nine. 


APRIL, 1958. 


This was launching month, Figaro 
went in the water and moved to her 
home anchorage at the Cedar Point 
Yacht Club, Westport, Conn. Her 
owner took her out for an occasional 
day sail with his family as the yawl was 
gradually moved along to racing trim.

The crew of nine was finally deter- 
mined and the “brain-trust” estab- 
lished. The latter consisted of Snaith, 
his two watch captains and his navi- 
gator. 

The navigator’s role is a simple one. 
“In a race his job is only to tell us 
where we are—not where to go,” the 
skipper explained. “Regarding the 
reaching of decisions, we do not have 
arguments on Figaro, we have discus- 
sions.” 

One “discussion” that went slightly 
awry may have cost Snaith and an 


earlier, smaller Figaro a prize in the 
1954 Bermuda Race. 

That was the year a rank outsider, 
the darkest of dark horses, won the 
classic over 76 boats, most of them 
larger, newer, more expensive and 
faster than the victor. The ship was 
Malay, a 16-year-old 39-foot yawl that 
sailed an extreme course far to the 
west of the rhumb line (the straight- 
line, shortest distance between New- 
port and Bermuda). There she found 
an unusual weather pattern that no 
one else had, and flew into Bermuda 
on a close reach to win. 

“There was an intense low pressure 
area moving up the Atlantic Coast 
from the southwest,” Snaith recalled. 
“We heard about it by luck from a

southern radio station. Hurricane-force 
winds, they said. But New York and 
the northern stations that most of the 
boats were tuned in on, didn’t mention 
the storm. Maybe they didn’t want to 
scare people. 

“We had a discussion and the deci- 
sion was to go west, sail around the 
low, and then very likely catch a south- 
west breeze that would let us lay Ber- 
muda on one tack. That’s exactly what 
Malay did, only she went even farther 
to the west than we. 

“Instead of sailing around the low, 
we went right through the eye of the 
storm. I have never seen such a sea. 
We ripped out sails, broke a tiller and 
came into Bermuda under a jury rig. 
They laughed when we told them about 
the storm. Almost everyone else had 
an easy sail down and many of them 
were becalmed. There were only five 
of us, out of 77 boats, who sailed 
through that storm.” 

Of 22 boats in class D, Figaro 
placed seventh despite the damaged 
steering gear. 


MAY, 1958. 


Except for packing supplies and 
making that decision about the sec- 
ond mainsail, Figaro in this month was 
ready for Bermuda. 

She went in the traditional tune-up 
race over the Memorial Day week- 
end, the Storm Trysail Club’s 135-mile 
run down Long Island Sound, around 
Block Island and back. With wind, 
the race can be a mere overnighter and 
for Bermuda purposes proves very lit- 
tle, other than getting the crew to- 
ge-her on the boat as a unit for the 
first time of the season. 

The crew was Snaith’s first concern, 
as he hoped they would work well to- 
gether and get along with one another. 

There are rules for conduct aboard 
Figaro, mostly basic considerations for 
fellow man, and they are explained 
verbally. 

A fellow is supposed to be up from 
his bunk, dressed, fed and ready to go 
when his watch is to begin. Coming 
off watch, gear is to be stowed in each 
man’s drawer or assigned locker space 
sO someone’s rubber boots do not end 
up in another man’s bunk. The watch 
captains admonish with a mere, “Hey, 
you.” That’s enough. 

“Every trip is a happy one on our 
boat,” says Snaith. “We have a damn 
good time. A well treated, content 
crew is one that will drive the boat all 
the way, changing headsails if neces- 
sary right down to within sight of the 
finish line. That’s how fellows like 


Dick Nye, Rod Stephens and Carleton 
Mitchell sail their boats and that’s why 
they win so often. A grumpy, tired 
crew will quit early. “What’s the use, 

why bother?’ they say.” 
Nye and his Carina beat Figaro to 
Spain last year and again in England’s 
(continued on page 64)

Fasnet Race. Stephens has won more 
ocean racing trophies than any man in 
yachting history, while Mitchell and 
his Finisterre beat Figaro by just 14 
minutes, 11 seconds for the Bermuda 
Trophy in 1956. 


JUNE, 1958. 


The start of the Bermuda Race was 
June 14 and Figaro went East to New- 
port the weekend before. Most of the 
complicated and painstaking stowage 
was completed at Cedar Point and only 
Snaith’s precious fresh food and ice 
went on at Newport, plus a handful 
of last minute additions. 

At Newport, Figaro was inspected 
and certified as fit by a race commit- 
tee member from the Cruising Club, 
the organization that with the Royal 
Bermuda Y. C., sponsors this race 
every other year. 

The Oceanographic Institute at 
Woods Hole, Mass., passed out sheets 
charting the location of the offshore 
Gulfstream according to a series of 
temperature readings taken at sea in 
past two weeks. 

The Gulfstream, set almost dead 
across the rhumb line, is the “obsta- 
cle” in this straight-line race. The 
stream’s northbound currents and re- 
verse eddies can be a help or a hin- 
drance to a yacht in crossing and the 
vessel seldom can determine which of 
these two experiences it is enjoying. 
Many owners put great faith in study 
of the rather mysterious workings of 
the stream, but not our man Snaith. 

“We're glad to have the Institute’s 
readings,” said the Figaro skipper. 
“But why fool around in the stream? 
Once I know I'm in it, I try to get out 
of it as fast as I can.” 

If chance plays such a major role in 
ocean racing, to the possible exclusion 
of skill, then where is the merit in all 
the work required, the preparation and 
the expense? 

To Snaith and every other devoted 
ocean racer the effort is always worth- 
while, regardless of prizes won or lost. 
Figaro’s skipper, a man of many tal- 
ents and abilities, puts it this way: “I 
like any ocean race, no matter where 
it goes. To race at sea is the most re- 
warding thing a man can do. The 
transatlantic race last summer was the 
greatest experience I’ve had. I'll go in 
the next one they have for sure.” 

On the morning of the 14th Figaro 
went out to the starting line off the 
Brenton Reef Lightship under power, 
raised her sails, and locked the pro- 
peller shaft. Ninety-seven others were 
in this magnificent parade of yachting 
splendor. 

The Snaith yawl was as ready as she 
could ever be with no room left for an- 
other carton of cigarettes. At 1:30 
p.m. the signal cannon aboard the 
Navy destroyer-escort sounded the 
class C start and Figaro’s tussle with 
the sea began. —BILL WALLACE

measurements showed that the cabin 
overhead offered a 641% inch clearance 
to the bottom surface of five exposed 
but smooth, rounded beams and 6712 
inches to the fiberglass top. The head- 
room, in any case, was ample and was 
clear of any sharp projections. 

The edges of the plate glass cabin 
windows were ground so that they, too, 
were smoothly rounded, and the metal 
trimmed corners of the sink and sink 
splash rail were also rounded. No 
hardware protruded to snag clothes 
anywhere on the hull. These finish de- 
tails, combined with her safe handling 
characteristics, gave the Cavalier her 
above-average safety rating, and only 
the control deficiencies caused her to 
miss an excellent status. 

She rates above average for com- 
fort. The interior measurements of the 
cockpit are 80 inches wide at the 
cabin, tapering back to 681% inches at 
the athwartships transom seat, with an 
86 inch fore and aft measurement. The 
roomy 19% inch by 68% inch tran- 
som cockpit seat was comfortably up- 
holstered with waterproof, flame-col- 
ored Tolex leatherette cushions and 
cushion seat backs. These incidentally 
are accessory items and account for 
$69.90 worth of the extra equipment 
on the test model. 

The upholstered V-bunks in the 
cabin are comfortable, well arranged, 
and offer 7642 inches of upholstered 
overall length, though the manufac- 
turer more conservatively lists this 
length at one inch shorter. However, 
my bunk measurements showed a fig- 
ure of 22 inches in added surface 
width, rather than the manufacturer’s 
24% inches, so we wound up with 
about the same overall area. 

The exceptionally large amount of 
glassed area assures a bright cheerful 
cabin interior as well as a well-venti- 
lated one. Light access included two 
fixed forward windshields, each 34 
inches by 16 inches high. Side win- 
dows each included two sections of 
sliding glass that glided easily on 
waterproof fabric inserts. Refresh- 
ingly, these did not rattle and buzz an- 
noyingly when the Cavalier was under- 
way. 

One of the most frustrating experi- 
ences to any boatman is to struggle with 
any windows that stick. Extensive Cav- 
alier research has resulted in the devel- 
opment of a fabric vibration-dampen- 
ing window frame liner that operates 
just as effortlessly wet or dry. 

The handy dinette table mounts very 
simply on three galvanized threaded 
legs and fits neatly in between the 
V-bunks. It can be demounted in a 
few minutes and is stored in the port 
cabin locker when not in use. The 
table top is covered with an Aborite 
plastic that is impervious to almost

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to match seat and bunk cushions. The underside of the 
hatch is lined with a fiberboard dampening material which, 
though somewhat crude in appearance, effectively maintains 
engine noise at a low level. The engine box serves also 
as an added seat, and its aft end provides a comfortable 
foot rest for anyone of average height occupying the stern 
seat. 

The Cavalier missed out on a top rating for comfort due 
to only two features. One of these concerned the storage 
racks in the cabin. Racks were secured at back level above 
each bunk. The outer retaining sections were installed at 
an awkward angle so that the top edge of these day-seat 
supports dug into the back of a person sitting on the bunks. 
This was a matter of design that can easily be corrected 
by the manufacturer. The other item doubtless involves 
pricing. The main cabin door, which is 17% inches wide 
by 50% inches high incorporates a thoughtfully hinged 
hatch, 12% inches by 15% inches, fitted with copper 
screening. This hatch provides through ventilation when 
the cabin door is closed. However, no screens are in- 
cluded for the sliding glass windows or the forward ven- 
tilating hatch. At the list price, I would not expect screens 
to be included, but feel that some provision should be made 
for screens to be fitted to the foredeck hatch and side 
windows as accessory extras. 

Average was the rating given the Cavalier for adapta- 
bility. She’s amply fast and powerful enough to pull water 
skiers. Her roomy cockpit will let her serve as a fishing 
boat. Her shallow 19 inch draft allows her to be operated 
in almost any water, and at a cruising speed of about 
20 mph. She offers a generous cruising range of 125 miles 
or more. Checks on her fuel consumption indicate that at 
20 mph she will burn about five gallons an hour or less. 
At her full-rated 95 hp, developed at 3200 rpm, the fuel 
consumption is 82 gallons an hour. The particular model 
tested peaked vut at 3000 rpm swinging a 13 inch x 12 inch 
wheel, at which point the engine developed about 922 hp 


at approximately 163 pounds-feet of torque. This less- 
than-peak rpm was attributed to a wheel that was out of 
pitch due to clobbering a semi-submerged milk crate. 

Specifications of both hull and engine combine to give the 
Cavalier an above-average rating for durability. The 
tapered keel is constructed of 1% inch by 5% inch 
Philippine mahogany with stem and forefoot of 134 inch 
mahogany. The eight full-sawed frames are % inch in 
finished thickness; the transom is constructed of % inch 
thick mahogany ply with a transom reinforcing plate also 
of % inch mahogany ply. Bottom and side planking are 
five-ply AA grade marine % inch fir plywood. On the boat 
tested, the bottom was completely fiberglassed. This added 
$93.50 and is another of the accessory items included in the 
quoted price of this particular model. The extra durability 
of fiberglassing seems well worth the price. The skeg is 
1% inch mahogany. The cabin top is a hand lay-up 
one-piece molded fiberglass unit with a very slick gell coat 
outer finish and exceptionally neat interior finish. 

Despite being a price boat, the Cavalier has included 
many top quality expensive items, such as stainless steel 
cut water, stainless steel encased window panels, and an 
exceptionally heavy and well-finished mahogany frame for 
the helmsman’s windshield. The model in which tests were 
conducted had a painted finish on the plywood cockpit 
decking and cabin floor plates. I had previously inspected 
a number of other Cavalier 22-footers, some in display 
rooms, others which had been in use for a brief period of 
months. Some of these had a paint finish only on the 
cabin deck and the cockpit. The paint used appeared to be 
holding up well. Linoleum covering is a factory installed 
accessory at $17.50 for the cabin floor and $39.20 for 
the cockpit floor. Whether through faulty factory installa- 
tion or the use of a lesser-grade linoleum or adhesive, some 
samples I saw were not holding up. One linoleum finish 
which had been exposed to the weather for two months

had bulges and cracks in both cabin and cockpit area. 
Several inspected on show-room floors showed signs of 
checking and buckling. But frankly, I was quite pleased 
with both the appearance and the evidence of durability 
of the plain paint finish and would duck the cost of the 
linoleum topping. 

Several small items showed evidence of inexpensive mate- 
rials or short cuts to maintain a low price level. One was 
the ice chest with galvanized lining on five sides but no 
front door insulation. Other minor items included no 
fastening so that the cabin door could be hooked open 
without banging, and the two-burner alcohol stove secured 
with only two fastenings rather than four so that the stove 
vibrated when the boat was underway. However in impor- 
tant features—many of them far less obvious—there was 
much hidden quality. 

The plywood bottom and side planking as mentioned was 
AA marine grade. Small but noticeable items such as the 
water drain vent for the icebox overflow was neatly finished 
off with a metal grommet. The rudder and the strut are 
constructed of manganese bronze and the shaft is Tobin 
bronze. The 9% inch by 11% inch, 6 inch deep sink 
is stamped from stainless steel. Only brass screws and brass 
and bronze securing bolts are used as fastenings throughout 
the hull. 

The engine is a Chris-Craft Model K six cylinder in-line 
designed to develop 95 horsepower at 3200 rpm. It’s of 
vertical L-head design with 3%4, inch bore by 4% inch 
stroke. The piston displacement is 229.7 c.i. The gen- 
erator charges to a 19 amp. maximum and cuts in at 800 
rpm. The boat is fitted with a 12-volt electrical system. 

For styling the Cavalier rates an excellent grading. The 
cabin interior is finished in oyster white. The five natural 
solid mahogany cabin roof strength members, windshield 
and mahogany plywood closet doors and galley door fittings 
are all finished like top grade furniture. The trim is coral 
(trade named “flame”) matching the coral bunk upholstery. 
There’s an amazing amount of well-planned storage. Four 
separate under-the-berth storage compartments plus two 
lockers offer a large amount of gear and clothing storage 
space. The lockers, one on either side of the after end 
of the cabin, are 11 inches wide by 25% inches deep. 
Each are equipped with rods 60 inches above the deck level. 
The galley counter top is 35% inches by 24% inches. A 
locker under the sink offers food storage in a compart- 
ment 14%4 inches wide, 29 inches high and 23'% inches 
deep. Another door under the counter top and two-burner 
alcohol stove location gives access to the ice chest which 
has an overall height of 2534 inches and includes a storage 
shelf 13 inches high with an ice compartment measuring 
12% inches x 17 inches x 13 inches. 

Underway, the Cavalier rides the water well and presents 
a graceful appearance at planing speed. 

In the speed department she again gets a top billing. At 
1800 rpm the hull is still mushing and displacing plenty of 
water. At 2000 rpm she lifts forward, but her planing 
surface aft is still dragging. At 2200 rpm she moves up 
onto full plane so that her entire chine line is at or above 
the water’s surface. At this speed through to 2700 rpm 
she performs in an economical cruising and fuel con- 
sumption range. The maximum speed I was able to clock 
was 26 mph at 3000 rpm. Properly tuned, the power plant, 
with a true pitched wheel, should be able to peak out at 
3200 and reach her maximum of nearly 28 mph. Her 
entire speed performance I considered excellent for a hull 
which, with four persons aboard, weighed approximately 
3600 pounds. 

The Cavalier is optionally available with a four-sleeper 
layout and power options of 60, 95 or 105 horsepower. In 
any of these versions she is definitely a top performer, and 
in the small inboard cruiser class she'll be hard to beat for 
dollar value.

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LONG ISLAND SOUND

Factory chimneys might serve as navigational aids for the 
harbors at Bridgeport, Norwalk, or Stamford, for the area 
becomes heavily industrialized as you approach New York 
City. Bridgeport, situated on the Poquonock River and first 
settled in 1639, was once a lusty New England whaling 
town, until the opening of railroad traffic in 1840 started an 
industrial boom, and the use of petroleum sounded the death 
knell of the mighty whalers. 

Across the Sound, also shaped like the ever present whale 
(which contributed so much to the development of the 
Eastern Seaboard), lies the Long Island mainland. Prob- 
ably piled up and deposited by the same inexorable glacier 
that in the dim past scooped out the Sound itself, the 
“Island” presents a panorama of dunes, cliffs, and verdantly 
wooded coves. Mattituck, most easterly and last harbor 
before rounding the “Horn” of Eastern Long Island, is a 
sometimes raucous, always snug harbor with restaurants and 
taverns lining the canal. It is almost impossible to spot 
without careful study of the shore, and visitors should look 
for the oil tanks which mark the breakwater entrance. Port 
Jefferson and Mt. Sinai harbors are favorite stopping places 
and the coves of Northport, Huntington, and Price’s Bend 
are often filled with cruisers, sailboats, and outboards rafted 
up together for some social doings during a rendezvous of a 
local cruising club. 

Oyster Bay offers one of the prettiest harbors on the 
North Shore of the island; boasts probably the poshest of 
yacht clubs—the Seawanhaka Corinthian, and contributes 
a fair share of powerful contenders to practically every long- 
distance ocean race on the calendars. If you wish, you can 





gas and ice up at the Sagamore Yacht Club canal, anchor 
in the thick mud holding-ground off shore, and visit the 
beaches of the Theodore Roosevelt Memorial Park only a 
stone’s throw from the pier. A taxi will take you to Saga- 
more Hill, Teddy’s sprawling pseudo-gothic estate, for an 
inspection of his African trophies and relics of the Rough 
Rider, carry-a-big-stick days. Oyster Bay is the home 
port of George E. Roosevelt’s lovely 60-foot gaff rigged 
schooner, the Mistress. Without power of any kind, she can 
often be seen at dusk beating in against a foul tide. 

A cause celebre in yachting freedom has been fought 
from Oyster Bay also. Local yachtsmen combined and suc- 
cessfully thwarted a private estate owner who sought to have 
the “Sand Hole” at Lloyd Neck closed to visiting vessels. 
The owner stationed a private policeman to enforce the “No 
Trespassing” signs that were installed. Cruising men since 
1898 have anchored at the Sand Hole, and its quiet beauty 
and secure anchorage have become a tradition for Sound 
yachtsmen. Under the guiding hand of yachting-lawyer 
Alan G. Kraemer, local boatmen formed the Horse’s Neck 
Yacht Club to fight the closing of the scenic spot, and the 
possible establishment of a dangerous precedent that could 
have a restricting effect on boatmen all over the United 
States. At present yachts may anchor in the Sand Hole, but 
are not allowed to go ashore or put down permanent storm 
moorings, and the litigation drags on. 

Further down the Sound the suburban communities of 
Glen Cove and Sea Cliff, overlooking Hempstead Harbor, 
house many a trailer-outboard combination instead of the 
family car in commuter garages. The Manhasset and 
Knickerbocker Yacht Club fleets maintain a friendly rivalry 
that causes endless talk and “armchair sailing” after a race. 
Visitors are usually interested in Execution Rocks just off 
Sands Point, so called because ships have frequently been 
wrecked in the vicinity and pirates are said to have been

broker, you'll be getting the serviceseof an expert in a highly 
specialized field—services which will benefit you in many 
ways. Furthermore, this expert’s time and trouble will cost 
you nothing! Brokers list their craft for free, and earn com- 
missions only when one of their craft is sold. Fees, usually 
10 per cent up to $2,500 and 7 per cent thereafter, are paid 
by the seller from the price secured by the sale. 
WHAT DOES A BROKER DO FOR YOU? 

The first service a broker performs on your behalf is to 
help you determine the best type of boat for your needs, a 
particularly important service for the amateur boatman, 
since boats vary widely in design and purpose. Often dif- 
ferences are not apparent to the novice, and the wrong 
choice of a first boat can turn enthusiastic anticipation into 
severe disillusionment. It is vitally important to secure un- 
biased advice on this particular point. Brokers have an un- 
usually broad background of experience since they handle 
boats of many different types and makes. 

Once you have determined the best type of boat for your 
needs, a broker can help you avoid choosing the wrong size. 
Many people purchase vessels beyond the limitations of 
their finances or their spare time to maintain such a boat. 
Others acquire craft too small to safely carry the number 
of persons usually aboard, or unsuited in layout arrange- 
ment. 

After you have chosen a specific type and size boat, your 
broker will supply you with detailed listings of all those 
within your range. Undoubtedly, there will be variances 
among the prices asked, just as in their relative condition 
and the extra equipment offered. Your broker will help you 
evaluate these differences and arrange for an inspection; 
then you may submit an offer accompanied by a ten per 
cent deposit, as “earnest money.” 

When and if your offer is accepted, your broker will draw 
up an Agreement To Purchase, which clearly defines the 
conditions under which you agree to buy, and the owner 
to sell, his boat. The broker will then hold this agreement, 
the ship’s papers, and your deposit pending completion of 
the deal. 

IS YOUR DREAM BOAT SOUND? 


The next service your broker can perform is to arrange 
for your prospective boat to be hauled by a competent yard 
and surveyed by a competent marine surveyor. This is par- 
ticularly important since such an inspection is the only yard- 
stick by which you can judge the actual soundness of the 
boat. It is vital to secure the services of the best surveyor 
available, and your broker will help you in this regard. 

When you have received your report of survey, you will 
have to judge the results and often anticipate what effects 
may result from any present troubles. Here again your 
broker’s experience in interpreting thousands of past sur- 
veys will help you relate this report results to the agreed- 
upon price. 

Should the survey uncover some serious defects in the 
boat’s condition, it may be necessary to reopen the bar- 
gaining on the question of price. When the financial de- 
tails have finally been agreed upon and you're ready to close 
the deal, your broker performs another valuable service by 
ascertaining that title to the vessel is free and clear—a mat- 
ter of great consequence since, when an owner incurs debts 
on behalf of the vessel, these debts are against the ship, not 
the owner, and you run the risk of buying not only-a boat, 
but possibly her unpaid bills. 

Finally, when all is completed, the’ broker will secure 
on your behalf, new ownership papers. 

AFTER YOU'VE BOUGHT YOUR BOAT 

So, now the boat is yours, and, quite naturally, you're 
considerably proud of what you’ve acquired. But some- 
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how, after the first few weekends, the problems start to 
obscure enjoyment again, so even though the deal is now 
history, you call the now familiar number of your broker 
once again. 

Do you find the boat too big and need the help of a paid 
captain? 

Have a couple of “minor changes” created seemingly ap- 
palling shipyard bills, so that now you could use some extra 
chartering money? 

Have you suddenly discovered how many situations arise 
for possible damage to your own and other’s boats, and 
that your regular insurance broker isn’t familiar with ma- 
rine problems? 

Once again, like almost everyone else, you'll find that 
your yacht broker will go out of his way to help you, even 
though it may be wasted time from his financial point of 
view. 

If it’s a paid captain you're looking for, you'll do far 
better to hire one through your broker, a skipper whose 
past performances recommend him as reliable and experi- 
enced, rather than hire one on your own who may be mostly 
bluff. Similarly, your vessel can help “pay her way” by 
charters, and it’s to your advantage to accept only those 
which come through your broker, since he makes it his ‘busi- 
ness to thoroughly check the qualifications and character of 
all charterers. 

When your broker secures a charter for you, he charges 
a commission, 15 per cent on the first $1,000, 10 per cent 
thereafter. 

Chances are your broker handles yacht insurance, too, 
and can see that you are completely protected at minimum 
cost. 

Finally, should you wish to take an unusually long trip 
when your friends can’t go, or should you need to have your 
boat brought from one place to another without you aboard, 
your broker is the person to talk to. Often, he knows of 
just the right experienced people to do the job at minimum 
cost; or perhaps he has just the right “charter” so that it 
costs you nothing or makes you money on the deal. 

Today’s yacht brokers are far more than simply sales 
agents for a particular variety of products. To the inexperi- 
enced, they frequently act as counsel and friend, helping the 
novice to get his sea-legs under him in many different ways. 


WHEN YOU WANT TO SELL 
AND GET ANOTHER BOAT 


Eventually, almost every owner decides to sell his boat, 
and this happens more often than one anticipates. Age, 
changing requirements in a boat, a move to a different 
location, changes in size of family—many factors result 
in this decision. When most owners reach this point, they 
generally engage the services of their broker. Again by 
doing so, an owner immediately brings his boat to the at- 
tention of every serious prospective buyer known to his 
broker, and if the vessel is advertised, to the entire reader- 
ship of a boating publication. 

Often a “trade” can be arranged between two boat 
owners with just the right requirements for each other. 
Furthermore, the owner is not pestered by many people 
who like to get “test rides” or by letters from seemingly 
serious people who just like to collect listings. Finally, when 
a serious prospect develops, your broker can devote his 
full time and attention to developing it to a successful con- 
clusion, an undertaking which would seriously conflict with 
the average person’s business. What does a broker charge 
for his services in securing a buyer for your boat? There 
is no firm rate, so it is always wise to ask this question when 
first you contact him. Generally, however, most brokers 
charge 10 per cent up to $2,500.00 and 7 per cent there- 
after. It is small wonder that experienced boat buyers and 
sellers always “go through a broker” to everyone’s mutual 
advantage!—NELSON BORLAND

AMMETER READINGS 

When everything is in readiness, 
close the main switch and look at the 
ammeter. Because the ignition switch 
is still open, the ammeter should read 
zero. If the needle shows discharge 
there is a current leak. The same is 
true if it indicates charge, with the 
extra problem of some backward wir- 
ing. This deflection of the ammeter 
is a real danger sign; it means that for 
an unknown length of time, whenever 
the main switch has been closed, an 
environment has been set up in the 
boat which favors electrolysis. 

Such electrolysis is often first evi- 
dent in the fittings associated with the 
ground wire of the battery circuit. For 
example, if the circuit grounds to the 
engine, the final electrical discharge 
into the water may be at the propeller 
blades, the propeller shaft tip, or the 
water fittings which pass through the 
hull to carry intake water to the en- 
gine. The ground may lead to a keel 
bolt, and in this case the bolt itself 
will start to eat away. In the case of 
an iron ballast keel held to the hull 
with bronze bolts, the bronze will lead 
the current to the iron, gradually en- 
larging the hole around the bolt. This 
latter eating of material is usually very 
slow, for the mass of iron is great in 
proportion to the bronze. 


START ENGINES 

Assuming the ammeter reading to 
be zero, start the engine with the throt- 
tle almost closed. If the boat has more 
than one engine, be certain that the 
first one you start has a generator. This 
assures you that you can replenish the 
batteries quickly. When the engine is 
running smoothly at its lowest rpm, 
have your assistant check the carbu- 
retor with his flashlight to be sure no 
gas leaks have occurred. Have him 
play his light along the fuel line to 
the tanks, checking couplings and 
bends for loss of gas. While he does 
this, walk aft and look at the exhaust. 
It should be almost odorless, steamy 
white, and a generous flow of water 
should be pulsing from the exhaust 
pipe. If the water flow is weak or ab- 
sent, have your companion turn the 
water pump grease cups down until 
they stop. 


WATER FLOW 

If water still doesn’t flow, and you 
know the intake valve is open, stop 
the engine at once. Lack of cooling 
water through the engine can result 
from marine growth in the through- 
hull fitting, broken pipe, worn water 
pump, unlubricated water pump, 
clogged water filter or deionizer, water

filter or deionizer located too high 
above waterline and so entrapping air, 
or at the worst, clogged engine pas- 
sages. Waterlines which have fouled 
from barnacles and grass are easily 
cleaned out with a plumbers’ snake. 
Water pump replacements are more 
expensive; a new pump for a 25 HP 
engine might cost $25, but you can in- 
stall it yourself. A clogged filter or 
deionizer is cured by simple hand la- 
bor; air entrapment is corrected by 
lowering the offending unit until it’s 
below the waterline. Occluded engine 
passages require brute force. The en- 
gine must be opened up, head, mani-

fold, and block, and the accumulation 
of salts rodded from the passages by 
tapping a metal rod through all the 
holes. There is the chance of tapping 
the rod right through a badly corroded 
cylinder wall and most of all, this is 
an indication of an old engine which 
soon may have to be replaced. 


TEMPERATURE 

If the exhaust shows a generous flow 
of cooling water, watch the engine 
temperature gauge for danger signs in 
another direction. It’s a common boast 
among engine owners that some par- 
ticular machine runs cool enough to 
touch. This is about the worst thing it 
can do, for an engine at 120° F. wears 
exactly eight times more quickly than 
one at 180° F. So, if the boat you're 
testing has been running very cool for 
very long, its friction surfaces are prob- 
ably in bad shape. We can tell some- 
thing about this from the exhaust now, 
and later from the oil level. A gaso- 
line engine that’s burning excess oil 
will show a blue-grey exhaust which 
carries a strong oil smell. In order for 
that oil to be in the exhaust, it first had 
to pass by the valves or piston rings, 









or both. In any event, it represents 
wear. Not only must you correct this 
wear so that the boat doesn’t break 
down in hazardous conditions, but you 
should suspect from these symptoms 
that other parts of the engine are ap- 
proaching a similar state of use. 


SHIFTING 


If the engine has survived our criti- 
cism this far, it should be warm enough 
to use. Still at idling speed, with the 
boat secure to its dock or mooring, 
ease the engine into forward and re- 
verse. It should shift smoothly, locking 
into each position with a distinct click. 
Watch the tachometer as you do this, 
observing that the drop in rpm doesn’t 
exceed about 100 revolutions. Listen 
for the squeal which means a poorly 
line-up shaft. Notice whether or not 
the boat vibrates appreciably in gear. 
another misalignment symptom but 
also an indication of incorrect distribu- 
tor or magneto timing, or frozen 
valves. If the engine simply dies, the 
carburetor mixture may be poor or the 
idling adjustment set too slow. None 
of these is serious, although a frozen 
valve may take time to replace. This is 
a job that you can do yourself. A 
mechanic will have to charge you any 
amount up to around $50 simply be- 
cause it takes time to reach the valve. 


OIL PRESSURE 


With the gears in neutral again, ob- 
serve the oil pressure gauge. It’s im- 
portant that the engine is warm before 
checking this pressure, although the 
gauge should show some _ pressure 
within half a minute after starting. 
Now, with the oil flowing easily, the 
pressure reading should be checked 
against the recommendation in the en- 
gine manual. Remember that the gauge 
measures pressure, not quantity or 
adequacy. Too high a pressure means 
that something is blocking the flow of 
oil. Too low a pressure suggests that 
the pump is worn, an oil leak exists, 
or there is dirt between the engine and 
the gauge. Gradually increase the en- 
gine speed to % throttle. If the gauge 
needle climbs smoothly with the 
change in speed, and returns smoothly 
to idling pressure when you close the 
throttle, the pressure system’s good. 

Still idling, put the boat in forward 
gear again and try the rudder, left and 
right.

swimmers. Avoid any place which has a noticeable current, 
for you'll want your attention free to study the boat without 
distractions from obstacles or navigation. As soon as con- 
ditions permit, open up the engine to cruising rpm and note 
the time. We’re going to check our fuel consumption dur- 
ing the test period, and it’s safe to assume that you burned 
an insignificant amount of gas during the warm-up tests. On 
the way to the test area, have your companion look at the 
exhaust from time to time, noting any blueness in the smoke 
or loss of flow in the cooling water. At any of these danger 
signs, cut back to idling power and return to the harbor. 
Stationing this man as an observer leaves you free to give 
your attention to the more subtle characteristics of the boat. 


ANGLE OF TRIM 


First, notice the angle at which she rides. A well designed 
boat in proper trim, fitted with the proper engines and pro- 
pellers, will ride quite level, her bow just barely lifted above 
the water. If the bow is high so that the boat assumes an 
attitude like a surfboard, she’s very inefficient. This can be 
due to poor design, poor ballasting, or the wrong propellers; 
and we can check each of these in turn. Have your assistant 
go all the way to the bow of the boat. If this relocation of 
his weight brings the hull to normal trim, your problem is 
easily solved by restowing of the ballast. If his weight up 
forward has no correcting effect at cruising speed, open the 
engines to full throttle, a little at a time. You see, in the 
majority of boats, the propeller shaft slants slightly down- 
ward as it goes aft, so that the blast from the propeller has 
some tendency to raise the stern. At full throttle, this blast 
is rather strong. If it takes this force to level out the hull, 
the stern is poorly designed. If, however, the boat begins to 
level at a slight increase in throttle, a propeller change may 
be all that’s necessary. If, at full throttle, the bow climbs 
even higher than before, the boat is a poor design and there 
is little you can do. On the other hand, if a slight increase in 
throttle, for example one or two hundred rpm, brings the 
hull to level trim, then a slight increase in propeller pitch, in 
the neighborhood of one quarter or one half an inch, will 
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suffice. This pitch variation is done only by a propeller 
shop. It is inexpensive—five or ten dollars at the most— 
and will often make a strong change in the characteristics 
of the boat. 


PROPELLER EFFICIENCY 


Another sign of propeller inefficiency is called a rooster 
tail. This is a high, far-flung spray of water starting at the 
transom, and arching through the air along the wake. It 
ordinarily occurs only at high throttle, but at any time on 
any craft except a high-speed racer it’s a bad sign. A propel- 
ler-driven boat moves forward in proportion to the amount 
of water driven astern, and any water which escapes up- 
ward represents power lost through waste. The remedy 
may lie in propeller alteration. The cheapest first experi- 
ment is to increase the pitch and rotate the propeller more 
slowly. The next step is to move the propeller further for- 
ward, under the stern, so that the expanse of boat above it 
acts to flatten the blast and help to drive it aft. This blast 
from the propeller is called its slipstream, and is different 
from actual slipping of the propeller in the water. When a 
propeller turns without pushing all the water through which 
it is acting, it is said to be cavitating. This is an extremely 
inefficient state, and also a costly one, for cavitation causes 
the propeller blades to pit, which in turn increases cavita- 
tion. The end of this vicious cycle is generally a broken 
propeller blade, often when you need your engine most. 
You can most easily recognize cavitation by the whirlpools 
and turmoil right above the wake at the transom. Too, there 
is a sucking, throbbing sound, in contrast to the smooth, 
gentle vibration of a proper propeller action. 


VIBRATION 


The next thing to notice is vibration. At cruising speed, 
the boat should be a quiet machine. While the sound of the 
exhausts may be objectionable, the noises we’re really inter- 
ested in come from the boat itself. First, eliminate all mov- 
able offenders. That is, be sure the locker doors are closed, 
drawers, cupboards, and table leaves secured. See that the 
dishes, glasses and galley gear aren’t making sounds. If the 
hull itself vibrates, with bulkheads, decks, bunks and instru-

ment panel all drumming, the boat is poorly constructed for 
the power that it has. é 

Another source of vibration and noise may be the engine 
itself. This is most often a result of backpressure on the 
exhaust pipe opening. If the exhausts are too close to the 
water on a low speed boat, the settling of the transom under 
way forces the gasses against a pressure head of water. This 
condition shows itself to the eye at once—the exhaust pipes 
are out of sight beneath the wake. A rumbling, irregular 
exhaust sound results. Sometimes trimming the boat will 
solve the problem. More often, the only answer lies in re- 
locating the pipe. An additional source of underwater vibra- 
tion is backlash. This may occur in forward gear or in re- 
verse. It is caused by the blast from the propeller hitting 
against an overly thick deadwood or rudder blade. The an- 
swer is in fairing both the deadwood and the blade of the 
rudder if possible. If, for structural reasons, this fairing 
can’t be done, using a propeller ‘with one more blade will 
often help, although you will lose a good bit of your thrust 
from the obstruction of the thick part of the boat. 

Vibration is serious, always. When Joshua stormed the 
walls of Jericho, he destroyed them with this weapon. The 
principles of physics haven’t changed since Joshua’s day, 
and a high frequency hum is just as effective on plywood, 
teak, or fiberglass as it was on stone. Answers might lie in 
running your boat at lower speeds, using larger propellers, 
or buying a better boat. Unfortunately, intense tests over 
short periods of time are not nearly as valid as less intense 
tests which last for several years. Many failures of ma- 
terial have been blamed on accident or workmanship, when 
the real culprit in the case was sound. In general, vibration 
problems occur most in high speed boats. The manufac- 
turer’s popularity is not always a clue to a good buy when 
the boat design you are considering is only a few years old. 
Quietness, and your own good sense are better guarantees. 

By now we’ve probably arrived at open water for our 
tests. Here we’re going to examine the seaworthiness and 
seakindly characteristics of the boat. If she has a flying 
bridge, go aloft with your companion. In any case, have 
him hold on securely and turn to watch the wake. 

STABILITY AT SPEED 

At full cruising speed, put the boat into a gradually in- 
creasing turn in any direction. The wake should appear 
right at the centerline of the transom. The boat should heel 
inboard on the turn. If the wake seems to come from the 
port side of the stern when the boat is turning left, the stern 
is skidding. This means that either the bow is digging in 
or there is insufficient lateral resistance aft. Have your as- 
sistant look at the bow; if it still is riding at the surface, the 
resistance of the skeg, deadwood, or rudder is inadequate. 
These are easily corrected with a minimum of carpentry. 

If the bow digs in, the boat is unseaworthy and is liable 
to be “tripped” in a following sea. This tripping, known as 
yawing, can result in an extreme case, in broaching. Here 
a wave, which overtakes the boat from astern, shoves the 
stern to one side. The bow, digging into the water, becomes 
a pivot point about which the rest of the hull is pushed. 
This condition, taking place in heavy weather or in an inlet 
where the waves are large, can put the boat in a broadside 
position to the sea, which may roll her over. Short of major 
redesign and reconstruction, there’s little that can be done 
about too deep a bow. You'd be wiser to look for another 
boat. 

There is, however, another circumstance which can make 
a boat skid when she turns. The propellers of a twin screw 
motorboat should rotate in opposite directions, with the bot- 
tom blades approaching one another in normal, or forward, 
gear. The bottom propeller blade works in denser water 
than the top blade.

SEA TEST

thrust to one another, shoving the stern in the opposite di- 
rection with much greater power than the upper blades. We 
can check for this most easily by noting the direction the 
shafts rotate, but a second rapid check, to remind us, is to 
swing the boat in alternate turns port and starboard. If the 
stern skids more in one turn than the other, this is the cause. 
The answer is to change one engine, or to change the gear 
box on one side. This is expensive, and also involves pur- 
chase of a new propeller for the engine we've corrected. 


TURNS 


When you first put the boat into a turn at cruising speed, 
you noticed whether or not she heeled inward on the turn. 
This means that when the boat is swinging to the left, she 
should heel toward the left, and, of course, the same thing 
to the right. This heeling attitude is a measure of stability. 
When we tie a weight to a string, and swing the weight about 
us in a horizontal plane, centrifugal force tries to carry this 
weight outward against the pull of the string. In turning our 
boat, the same force works against the hull. In a well de- 
signed and properly ballasted hull, the greatest weight is 
low; the lower it is, the better the design. Now we can think 
of each level of our boat as a sort of weight tied to a string. 
If the low parts of the hull are heavier than the cabin and 
the decks, they will pull outward with greater force than 
these higher, lighter parts. As long as the beam and length 
and cross sectional shape of the hull are properly designed, 
these forces will be in equilibrium at any speed a proper 
power plant can drive the boat. Moreover, there must be 
plenty of reserve stability so that if the boat is struck by a 
large wave while she’s heeled in a turn, she is not capsized 
or rolled completely over. 

We can make some guesses about her stability by a sim- 
ple test. This test should only be given to boats which heel 
inboard; if the boat you’re testing rolled outwards in her 
turn, her stability is dangerously low. It can often be cor- 
rected by ballasting, but the proper correction, which is re- 
construction to lighten her topsides and cabin, is expensive 
and hardly worth your while. Now we’re going to check the 
inboard rolling hull for additional information about her 
safety. 

There’s some risk inherent in this test, so put your life- 
jackets on, and secure any gear which could come adrift. 
Smoothly open the throttle to full speed and run in a straight 
line for a quarter of a mile. Now, with one hand on the ig- 
nition switch, put the helm hard over, turning through 360° 
so as to close again with your own wake, which you will 
enter from your “high” side, the side opposite to your di- 
rection of heel. In a steep right hand turn, you'll parallel 
your wake on the port side of the boat. Don’t try to keep 
the boat on its feet by shifting your weight to the higher 
side. If she seems about to spill and you have adequate 
control, you can recover stability by. turning her the oppo- 
site way. If you jose control, cut the ignition and stick with 
the boat. If you try to jump you may fall in the way of the 
propellers. If the boat recovers properly, as any adequate 
design will, turn her at once, sharply and still at full speed, 
in the opposite direction and repeat the test. Always keep 
your hand on the ignition switch, and remain in the same 
position so your weight and the weight of your companion 
will have the same effect of normal trim. If this test seems 
unduly heroic, consider that some day under emergency 
conditions you may be running full speed and have to turn 
to avoid a sudden obstacle, like a swimmer or another boat. 
It’s easily within the ability of any designer and builder to 
provide you with a stable boat for its power. 


STEERING CONTROL 


Again, run at full throttle in a straight line for about one 
quarter of a mile. This time turn so that you cross your 
own wake at right angles. Observe whether or not the 
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boat pounds into the waves with a slamming action. Such 
action should be slight, although there will often be a no- 
ticeable slap. If the boat tries to stand up on its stern, it’s 
unsafe at speed, and this is a strike against it. Your ability 
to steer results from the flow of water past the rudder. If 
you are obliged to run too slowly in a head sea, you will have 
inadequate control, which is all the more awkward, when 
the water’s rough. If at any time in these tests you find you 
must slow down too much to keep good steerage control, 
you must consider that a larger rudder, and its concurrent 
expense, is necessary to insure you a safe boat. 


HEADING HOME 


Now you’re ready to return to the harbor. While your 
companion sets the boat in order, relax at the helm 
and consider all your tests. Safety is the most important 
thing in any boat. Is she structurally sound, as far as you 
can tell? Has she enough stability so that you feel confi- 
dent on board? Is she a pleasant boat to be with, or will 
she be a constant reminder to you of jobs which lie ahead? 
Does she seem huge to you, or too petite? Have you had 
adequate visibility at all times? 

Have your assistant take the helm while you go below. 
Listen to the engine and decide if its sound is too offensive. 
Some rainy day you may be cooped below, trying to catch 
a little rest while some one else is at the helm. Does the 
cabin still smell fresh and sweet? Does the smoke from 
your cigar disappear through the ventilators, or does it 
linger in the cabin? Are you conscious of the sound of fuel 
and water sloshing in the tanks? Inadequately baffled tanks 
can take on nightmare proportions in rough weather. Lift 
the floorboards, and look into the bilges with your flash- 
light. Has she leaked anywhere other than the stuffing boxes 
on this trip? Caulking is hard work and takes time. 

Close the ports and hatches, then go on deck and fling 
several bucketfulls of water hard against the cabin sides 
and decks. Now go below, again, and with your flashlight 
look for leaks. A leaky bottom is less bother than a leaky 
deck, for you have to pump, in either case, but the water 
in the bilge rarely wets your bedding. When you reach the 
mooring, handle the boat yourself. Notice whether or not 
you can see easily as you dock. Notice if, at dead slow 
speeds, the boat responds at once to your controls. Can you 
get from the helm to the bow and stern lines easily and 
safely? If the boat has slippery decks and no lifelines, or 
narrow catwalks and improper rails, she’s not a good buy. 
Someday you may have to raise an anchor from up forward, 
all alone, and then return quickly to the controls. In rough 
weather this could be suicide. Any boat which doesn’t give 
you sure footing can be unsafe. 


When the boat has been secured, stop the engines and 
note the time. Measure the fuel with a dip stick and see if 
you’ve burned a reasonable amount. One gallon per hour 
for 15 HP is very economical. Three gallons for the same 
conditions constitute a lot. Depending on the age and con- 
dition of the motor, use your own judgment. The engine 
manual will have a chart showing what a new motor should 
consume. Check the oil level, noting whether the oil ap- 
pears dirty from this run. If, after half an afternoon of 
motoring the motor needs more oil, it shows unhealthy 
tendencies. . 


Finally, having closed all intake valves, fuel valves, 
and water lines, and opened the main switch, get a distance 
from the boat and look her over. If she still retains her 
charm, and you have satisfied yourself she’s passed her 
tests, you may safely feel that the boat is good. Remember 
that the only perfect boat is the one that you just sold. If 
you never lose sight of the concept that the purposes of a 
boat is to give you pleasure, you can soon decide where 
pleasure ends and work begins. —RoBERT J. SHEKTER

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then the associations hold their own 
preliminary eliminations, attempting to 
sail the same craft that will compete 
in the finals where practicable. 

The Clifford D. Mallory Trophy is 
presented to the North American sail- 
ing champion each year. Planned for 
the ‘210° class in 1958, with the finals 
to be held at Rye, New York, under the 
sponsorship of the American Yacht 
Club, the YRA eliminations will begin 
on August 12th at the Beach Point 
Yacht Club in Mamaroneck with the 
semi-finals scheduled to start on 
August 18th at the Larchmont Yacht 
Club in Larchmont. 

There is an entirely separate junior 
organization with three distinct cham- 
pionships. Last year 21 clubs had en- 
tries in the Midget Championship for 
boys and girls under 15 years of age, 
17 entered the Junior Championship 
for boys and girls under 18, and 15 
entered the Girls Championship for 
girls under 18. The finals were held 
at Indian Harbor, Riverside, and 
Noroton Yacht Clubs during August. 
There were ten open regattas during 
the season with a small army of 
excited kids jamming the starting 
lines. Every port along the Sound is 
home to boats of every sailing class. 

City Island is the natural base from 
which most New Yorkers set forth 
during cruising season like moths 
emerging from a cocoon. With piers 
jutting into the Sound like points.of a 
compass, City Island houses an ex- 
tensive repair and yacht building in- 
dustry as well as a number of sailmak- 
ers. Herbert Hild of the Charles 
Ulmer, Inc. sail loft at 175 City Island 
Avenue, reports, “Our business via the 
mails depends on our reputation for 
sails in the Sound as well. A boat con- 
sistently wins races, and folks naturally 
gravitate to the winning sailmaker.” 
City Island, too, is where the Nevins 
Yacht Yard is building the possible 
America’s Cup defender, Swift, for 
the New York Yacht Club syndicate, 
and where most nautically minded 
Manhattanites store, repair and board 
their boats for the all-too-short week- 
ends away from the rat race. 

If you cruise under the towering 
Whitestone bridge, past the mast-skim- 
ming airliners on take-off at La 
Guardia; and around the Riker’s Is- 
land prison, you have arrived at New 
York’s East River, and your tour of 
the Sound is completed. Theré were 
many places missed, but one of the 
attractions of the Sound is that years 
and years of cruising can be enjoyed, 
without boredom, and there is always 
something new around the corner. 

It is a varied, exciting body of water 
and there are facilities for every one; 
boat and man-trying conditions of 
wind and sea for the ocean racer, train- 
ing ground for the neophyte sailor, 
mecca for anglers, and playland to 
seafaring vacationers.

In just three months English 12- 
meter sloop Sceptre will race against 
an American yacht of the same class 
in attempt to win a trophy now in the 
possession of the New York Yacht 
Club. In the 107-year history of com- 
petition for the trophy there have been 
17 races; the first was won by the 
yacht America, the rest were unsuc- 
cessful attempts by Canadian, Scottish 
and English boats to beat ones built in 
America. 

Writing a book based on 17 races 
may seem to be stretching things some- 
what, but when you realize that some 
$30 millions have been spent in compe- 
tition for the America’s Cup, that no 
other series of races has so captured 
the interest of the public both here and 
abroad, and that no other series of 
races has been accompanied by so 
many examples of ill will between 
competitors, and such grandiose ex- 
amples of good sportsmanship, it 
makes good sense. 

Written by the late Herbert Stone, 
editor and publisher of “Yachting,” 
and now edited by Bill Taylor, co- 
author of The Story of American 
Yachting, this book is a beautifully- 
written, authoritative report on the 
battle for the America’s Cup. Every- 
thing is here: the boats; the men who 
designed, built and sailed them; the 
bickering over rules; the triumphs and 
defeats.

However, we disagree 
with him when he advises us that “a 
good skipper takes advantage of all 
the lee shores he can find, since the 
waters are much quieter there.” A 
lee shore is one toward which the wind 
is blowing, and in a bad storm, it’s one 
onto which a craft can be blown. 

One of the excellent features of this 
book is that it covers trouble-shooting 
and repair of all the latest motors and 
control systems.

This is a book written expressly for 
women. It’s not designed to make 





skippers, navigators, or even good 
sailors out of the girls, but to acquaint 
them with enough boat lore and termi- 
nology to make them feel at home 
aboard a boat.

During the past week, I received a letter from my niece, 
Samantha. She is the second child and only daughter of my 
brother Obediah. Brother Obed started out pretty well 
about twenty years ago with a good set of lobster pots in 
the Bay, but all of a sudden he took it into his head to get 
away from salt water, and the family gave him up as a lost 
sheep. He went out to the Lakes and settled in a little town

I don’t 
know just what she means by this but maybe you do. Any- 
way, would you write me some advice on what to do on 
this cruise? I want to help all I can, and I do want people 
to know that I have really learned something about sailing 
at Camp Wappahokkee, so perhaps you can tell me just 
how to go about it. Love, your Niece, 

Sammie” 


Well, that letter struck me right amidships, and it seems 
to me that somebody’s uncle is going to have something of 
a circus over this coming Memorial Day Week End, but 
anyway as long as I had my pen and the foolscap out—I 
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had been writing up my journal—I unrove the following 
letter to my niece: 

“Dear Samantha, 

“I notice that you call yourself Sammie. I don’t know 
what my grandmother, your great-grandmother Samantha, 
would say to that if the poor old soul could still speak, and 
I imagine not being able to speak was the thing she most 
minded about being dead. My, but it sure was quiet when 
she first passed on, I'll never forget it. It was kind of like 
sailing into the eye of a hurricane only more sudden, and 
stiller. 

“So you want some advice about sailing on a big sailboat. 
Girl, you’ll never know what a big sailboat is; they’re almost 
all gone now, and any skipper who gets one of them that’s 
left onto Lake Michigan deserves it, I say. But about this 
schooner you’re going on. I surely hope the owner—this 
uncle you speak of—has at least one good experienced 
sailor aboard, and a good engine. 

“You want to know what you should do. Well, if there’s 
any wind at all—and I understand that at times the lake 
can become quite blustery—the waves will build up and if 
the waves get very big you won’t have to worry about what 
to do, Samantha. You'll do it, and it will be quite auto- 
matic. Now there’s one thing about being seasick (I sup- 
pose out there you call it lake-sick) there’s one thing about 
being seasick and that is that it can happen to anyone. 
There’s no reason to be ashamed about being seasick. Where 
most seasick people make their great mistake is in moaning 
and groaning and carrying on, getting people to wait on 
them and what not. This is the only shameful thing about 
being seasick. In all my years at sea.I never heard of any 
one who died of seasickness although I have seen plenty of 
them who wished they could at the time. You might take 
along some of the new ‘anti-motion sickness’ pills, and try 
one beforehand. 

“Well, now, let’s see. You think you are going to be on 
a big boat. I guess I know what you mean, although when 
you get out in the lake away from the shore it won't look 
as large as it did when you went aboard it alongside the 
dock. Right now you think that this boat is immense but 
remember this: compared to what anyone is used to at 
home, the living space on a boat is mighty small. 

“Supposing your father went down into his cellar and 
put a wall across from one side to the other, dividing the 
cellar space so that one quarter of it was on one side of the 
wall and three quarters of it on the other side, and then 
came upstairs and told you all that you were going to move 
down into the one-quarter side of the cellar; that your beds, 
your bathroom, your kitchen, your dining room, your living 
room, your pantry, everything was going into that one- 
quarter of the cellar. Well, I guess you’d think he was 
crazy, and maybe that’s where yachtsmen get the reputa- 
tion they have. But what I am trying to tell you is this: 
with all this equipment for living fitted into so small a space, 
everything and everybody aboard has to be neat, and neat 
well beyond the kind of neatness you’d find ashore. Sweat- 
ers, sneakers, hats, etc., have to be stowed carefully away 
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the minute they are taken off, not ‘in just a minute.’ Tooth 
brushes, tooth paste, combs and combings have to be 
cleared away the moment you are finished with them. The 
wash basin must always be left clean, dry, and shining 
when you leave it, whether you found it that way or not. 
Dishes must be done immediately after a meal. The gurry 
bucket must be kept emptied and sweet. On a boat there 
are a million and one things that have to be done and 
almost without exception each must be done immediately, 
not ‘later.’ 

“Remember when you go aboard to carry your gear in 
a soft collapsible bag. There is no room aboard any boat 
for the kind of hard luggage that is so important to the 
average tourist. Remember always to wear soft-soled shoes 
aboard, preferably shoes with skid-proof soles. If you hap- 
pen to be in your shore clothes when you go aboard, take 
off your leather-soled shoes or pumps and walk in your 
stocking feet until you can change into your yachting 
shoes. 

“Perhaps the most important item of equipment on a 
boat with a mixed party aboard is the ship’s toilet or head. 
For goodness sake, don’t be coy or prudish about this. One 
lady of my acquaintance makes it a point immediately upon 
boarding a boat with which she is unfamiliar to ask her 
host, ‘Where is the head, and how does it work?’ This is 
not a bad rule to follow, and it saves a great deal of grief 
and embarrassment for all hands. There is nothing more 
certain to spoil an otherwise perfect cruise any faster than 
a head made inoperative by ignorant use. So speak up, Girl, 
and get yourself a briefing on the mysteries of the ship’s 
plumbing. 

“As for what else to do and when to do it, I—unlike your 
great-grandmother, Samantha—find myself at a loss for 
words. Let this host-uncle know that if there is anything 
he would like you to do, you'll be glad to do it. Be willing, 
but don’t be over eager. For the first day, keep your eyes 
and ears wide open. Watch everything that is done and the 
way it is done. Don’t keep up a running fire of questions. 
Anyone with normal intelligence can answer for himself 
about seventy-five per cent of the questions that come to his 
mind if he will apply a little logic. About half of the re- 
maining questions aren’t important, and the others can be 
asked quietly either during a meal or sometime when the 
right person to ask has a minute or two to spare. 

“Above all don’t presume to tell your host how the coun- 
cillor at Camp Wappahokkee told you to do something that 
he has just done differently. It is possible that he is doing 
it wrong, and your information would only embarrass him. 
It is much more likely that your councillor at camp was just 
a couple of years ahead of you and had learned all he knew 
from another councillor who had read a book once. 

“One thing that you can do at all times is to offer to do 
the dishes; this is an offer that is very seldom refused, and 
surprisingly enough on a boat it is not nearly as disagreeable 
a chore as it is at home. But use your ship’s water supply 
sparingly. 

“Don’t under any circumstances undertake to light the 
galley stove unassisted. A boat afire is a mighty sad sight, 
and you would be pretty sick to know that you had set it 
afire. 

“If at any time you find yourself in a rugged situation 
just figure what your great-grandmother Samantha would 
have done; then do it, and you'll come out all right. 

“Well, Girl, this isn’t all I could say, but it is all I’m going 
to say right now. I hope that you will write me and give 
me a running account of this cruise when you have com- 
pleted it. That should make interesting reading. I can’t be 
sure, but I suspect that for all of you aboard the boat on 
this cruise this is going to be a really memorable Memorial 
Day.

HINTS FOR BETTER BOATING 


MARKING FISH LINES 
FOR TROLLING 

When using a boat for trolling, it is 
a problem to know how far the lure is 
riding behind the boat. This distance 
is important for several reasons. Some 
fish prefer to strike a lure trolled close 
behind a boat; others strike best when 
the lure is some distance astern. The 
more line there is, the deeper the lure 
will run, and often success or failure 
depends on how deep the lure is. Fi- 
nally, in narrow or congested waters, 
a lure that’s farther aft than you 
thought it was is in danger of snag- 
ging moorings, piles and other obstruc- 
tions. Guesswork can be eliminated 
by staining short markers on the line 
with indelible ink. For 50 feet, stain 
one section about two inches long; for 
100 feet, make two, two-inch stained 
sections, and so on. 


HINGED BOAT SEAT 


HINGED SECTION 
ABOUT 18” WIDE 








It’s often desirable to stand up be- 
hind the steerer of an outboard motor 
boat when approaching a mooring 
buoy or picking one’s way up a shal- 
low, twisting channel. Hinge a small 
section of the forward edge of the 
seat so it will flip up. This makes it 
possible to stand without becoming 
cramped, or locking the wheel with 
one’s legs. 


LAZY MAN'S WAY 
TO CLEAN A BOAT 
Before starting out on a trailering 
trip, or else when starting home after 
a fishing trip, run an inch or two of 
water into your outboard boat with a 
hose and dump in a bit of detergent or 
marine-type bilge solvent. The con- 
tinuous sloshing of the water as the 
car speeds up, slows down, and turns 
will give the entire insides a thorough 
cleaning. At the end of the drive, let 
the water out through the automatic 
bailer or transom drain, and rinse with 
a hose. Do this occasionally and your 
boat will always be clean. 


KID-PROOFING TILLER CABLES 

Do your youngsters grab the tiller 
cables where they pass through the 
cockpit and pull on them, thus annoy- 
ing the driver and inviting pinched fin- 
gers? Then run the cables through 
112 


lengths of copper or aluminum tubing 
so that the youngsters can’t grasp 
them. It shouldn’t take more than an 
hour or two to fit the average boat out 
with cable guards of this type, and the 
results will be worth the effort. 


HANDY HOOK ON PADDLE 





You can make a very useful boat- 
hook out of a small boat’s paddle by 
attaching to its blade a small brass 
“utility hook” available in most marine 
supply stores. Use a couple of brass 
machine bolts with washers and nuts. 
After snugging up the nuts, trim off 
the projecting bolt ends and smooth 
off with a file. The hook won't inter- 
fere with paddling or shoving, and will 
come in handy for scores of catching, 
hooking and retrieving jobs. 


REPAIR FOR FRAYED 
TRAILER TIEDOWN STRAPS 
The metal tips on the ends of web- 

bing-type straps used to hold small 
boats on trailers often come off be- 
cause of the flapping they get in the 
wind. Then the end of the webbing 
frays so much it’s hard to insert the 
straps in buckle slots. Cut off the 
frayed section and dip about one or 
two inches of the end into a can of 
activated fiberglass resin when some- 
one in the boatyard is doing a fiber- 
glass job. When the resin hardens, 
you'll have new tips that will never 
come off. 


USE "FEED BAG" TO FLUSH 
YOUR OUTBOARD MOTOR

No flushing nozzle on your out- 
board motor? Then find a medium- 
sized canvas bag or canvas collapsible 
bucket, attach it “feed bag” fashion to 
the motor’s lower unit with a rope 
through its straps, fill with water, 
put the motor gearshift in neutral, start 





motor, and let it run for a while. If 
water keeps coming through a hose to 
replace that splashed out by the bub- 
bling exhaust, the motor will get a 
good flushing. This trick is also handy 
for running a motor while it and the 
boat are mounted on a trailer. Minor 
trouble-shooting or checking jobs can 
be done without carrying the motor to 
a test tank. 


CHECK BATTERY POLARITY 

Although positive and negative ter- 
minals of storage batteries are slightly 
different in size, it is still possible to 
connect battery cables incorrectly, as 
many persons are not aware of this 
size difference, and simply force the 
cable clamps to fit. When this is done, 
the whole electrical system is fouled 
up, so make it a point to get the cor- 
rect cables onto the correct terminals 
every time. 


TO CUT ROPE AND WEEDS 
OFF A PROPELLER 





HANOLE 


Not infrequently, a dinghy’s painter 
will become fouled in the propeller of 
a-motorboat when reversing. Attempts 
to clear it by running the engine ahead 
and astern sometimes work and some- 
times they don’t. Often the end result 
is such a complete tangle that some- 
body decides to go overboard. You 
can be prepared for this kind of emer- 
gency by making the cutter shown. 
Find an old linoleum knife and a rake 
handle. Remove the knife’s handle, 
sharpen the blade well, and attach it 
to the rake handle with a rivet and 
ferrule as shown. The shape of a lino- 
leum knife blade is such that this tool 
will do a very effective cutting job on 
jammed and tangled rope or weeds.

PLASTIC COATED WATCH

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of more value than swift sailing and nautical skill.” 

Henry Steers, the nephew of the man who designed her, 
was aboard the America. This is his description of the 
race: 

“The wind was from the westward. The yachts were 
allowed to get up their sails after the first gun, but we 
found that we constantly overran our anchor and slewed 
around, and we had to lower our sails; and so all the yachts 
got off ahead of us; however, we had a large crew and got 
our sails up very quickly. 

“By the time we got to the Nab (12 miles) we had 
walked through the whole fleet except for—Beatrice, 
Aurora, Volante and Arrow. We were running wing and 
wing, and these boats would steer close together, so that 
when we tried to get through them we could not without 
fouling, and had to keep cutting and steering about, very 
often being near gybing. From the Nab to St. Catherine’s 
the wind was ahead (it had shifted to the South Southwest 
and was of variable strength), and there we left them so 
fast that when we got down to the Point there was not a 
yacht in sight. Here we caught the tide, and for a long time 
made little way beating against it, and the little Aurora 
came up pretty near to us, and the Arrow was just behind 
her. 

“After getting by St. Catherine’s Point, we had a leading 
wind, and we went from there to the Needles at the rate of 
13 or 14 knots. Off St. Catherine’s we carried away our 
flying jibboom, and I remember Dick Brown said he was 
damned glad it was gone, as he didn’t believe in carrying 
a flying jib to windward. We arrived in Cowes about eight 
o’clock.” 

As the America came scudding home to the line with the 
mortified British fleet strung out behind her, doughty young 
Queen Victoria was watching from the royal steam yacht, 
Victoria and Albert. 

Squinting across the sparkling water, she turned to her 
signal master and asked who was in the lead. 

“The America” she was told. 

“And who is second?” she asked. 

“Ah, Your Majesty,” the answer has been handed down, 
“there is no second.” 

The America was shortly sold, but the America’s Cup 
came to the United States to become the gallstone of British 
sailing pride. 

The year is 1870. 

The America’s cup has been gathering dust for 19 years. 
The gallant old America has been sold to the South as a 
Civil War blockade runner, and has been scuttled in the 
St. John River, raised, and sails again as a yacht. 

The America’s Cup has been deeded as a perpetual 
challenge trophy, and the magic of its lure begins to work. 
The British challenge for it. They lose, and the cup remains 
in the hands of the New York Yacht Club. 

Over the next 29 years, the British challenge again and 
again. They lose with the same regularity as they try. In 
all, British yachts cross the Atlantic seven times, and the 
Canadians have two disastrous. goes at it themselves. 

1899. 

The cup’s reputation is tarnished by bickering, ill-will 
and trans-Atlantic charges of bad sportsmanship hurled by 
both Americans and British. 

Then, at the turn of the century, a wealthy Irish tea 
merchant, goateed and laden with charm and good will, 
enters the lists. 

His name is Sir Thomas Johnstone Lipton. 

Thomas Lipton started sailing early. As a child, he had 
been brought up in one of Glasgow’s teeming tenement 
districts. He was a member of a street gang, the Crown 
Street Clan. 

Near Crown Street were a number of large holes filled 
with rainwater. The clan saw the chance for a regatta and 
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set to carving crude hulls out of wooden boxes with jack- 
knives. 

One day the boats were finished and conditions on the 
rainwater lakes were considered proper. When the huffing 
and puffing was over, the winner was a slab-flat thing in 
the rough shape of a boat. Its name, Shamrock. 

The Shamrock’s owner, Thomas Lipton, was named 
Commodore of the Crown Street Yacht Club. He had won 
his rank with honor. 

Later in life, he would win more widespread honor with 
other Shamrocks but he would never win the ultimate prize, 
the America’s cup. 

When “Sir Tea” made his first challenge for the cup, he 
had been newly knighted and had never helmed a sailing 
yacht. But his life had been closely tied to deep water. 

His parents had immigrated from Ireland to Scotland. 
As a youth, he spent most of his free time hanging around

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the docks watching the steamers and sailing ships unload 
their exotic cargoes from far lands. 

In his teens, Lipton came to America. Here, he spent 
much of his time in itinerant sales jobs, and once stowed 
away on a coastal steamer where he worked out his trip 
in the galley. 

Then he returned to Glasgow and made a fortune in a 
string of grocery stores. 

Eventually, the Prince of Wales became one of his closest 
friends. The Crown Street Commodore completed the 
circle: he was back in yachting. 

Then he became a contender for the cup. “I'll have a 
shot at the dear ould mug,” he told his friends. He built 
the first of the Shamrocks, and was promptly licked by the 
American boat, Columbia. 

At the farewell dinner that year, Lipton rose to speak. 
“Gentlemen,” he said, “I shall be back.” 

“Make it soon,” roared the guests. He did. 

Sir Thomas was to pit his fortune and skill against the 
American defenders of the cup five times in all. He was to 
be plagued by misfortune five times. He was to lose five 
times. And he was to become the most loved of all the men 
who have either sought for or defended the elusive mug. 

Lipton became the symbol of pure sportsmanship in the 
world of yachting as no man had before him, and as no 
man would after him. 

Lipton became so popular that after his first defeat he 
was presented with a five-thousand-dollar cup “as a token 
of good will from the American people.” 

Grinning, he accepted it. 

“I hope I’m not expected to be contented with this cup,” 
he said. 

A lady journalist described him as a “a three-volume 
romance bound in yachting flannels.” 

By the time Lipton had run his course, he had become 
such a graceful loser and determined challenger that the 
New York Times said, “It is doubtful that any man has 
ever pursued any sport with as much passion.” 

Time after time, he brought over the best boats that 
Britain could produce, his five famous Shamrocks. With 
the best British sailors available, he pitted himself against 
great American names like Nat Herreshoff and J. Pierpont 
Morgan. 

Lipton never lost his gift of homey sportsmanship, but 
disappointment weighed heavily on him. After losing his 
third try, he spoke with touching directness to the press: 

“No one has any idea of how I have worried and fretted 
over this race .. . I don’t believe in gambling, but I would 
have been willing to bet the Erin (his huge steam yacht) 
that I would win. It is the greatest disappointment of my 
life.” 

“What can I do? 

“I have tried my best. ... 

“They tell me that I have a beautiful boat. What I want 
is a boat to lift the cup. . . . Give me a homely boat, the 
homeliest boat that was ever designed, if she is like the 
Reliance (the boat that beat him).” 

Lipton’s trouble, as he used to describe it was that the 
“Americans put something in the water over there that kept 
my yacht from winning . . . the American boat.” 

Lipton’s last attempt to “lift the ould mug” was in 
1930. 

That year he watched cool, competent Harold S. Vander- 
bilt pilot the sleek Enterprise to four straight victories over 
Shamrock V. 

Vanderbilt, in his splendid boat, Enterprise, described 
the feelings of the victorious Americans: 

“Uppermost in our minds is a feeling of sympathy for 
that grand old sportsman, Sir Thomas Lipton. . . . The 
ambition of a lifetime, to achieve which he has spent 
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If for any reason you should find yourself this close to 
the stern of a large vessel, what would you do to avoid an 
accident? 


There are any number of reasons for not getting into 
such a position, all of which may be summarized as com- 
mon sense desire to stay afloat. But if for some reason, 
justified or not—such as fog or plain foolishness—you find 
yourself under the counter of a big ship, the best course of 
action is get out, quick! However take care not to un- 
necessarily turn broadside into a trough of sea. And do not 
stop the boat to back down. At a time like this your best 
friend is your engine—with plenty of power for steerage 
way. 

Take care to keep well clear of the side of the ship. The 
attraction of bodies when one or both are moving through 
the water is a law of physics. You may be sucked into the 
side of the ship and dragged down under the counter onto 
the thrashing propeller. It would be better to cut astern 
of the ship than to continue on a parallel course, making 
sure the ship’s propeller is not going in reverse.

Within the year, Sir Thomas Lipton was dead, and so was 
the most romantic era in the long career of the cup. 

1934, 

A new challenger has hurled a salty gauntlet across the 
sea. Harold Vanderbilt forms a syndicate and sets out, for 
his second time, to keep the bottomless mug at home. 
Mike Vanderbilt is a brilliant sailor and a demanding 
skipper. He works his crew like a prize drill team, and 
after the starting gun displays a finely-honed killer instinct 
toward his adversaries. 

T. O. M. Sopwith, the new challenger is a bull-doggish 
British aircraft manufacturer. Despite the fact that Sop- 
with’s boat, the Endeavor is faster, Vanderbilt races his 
Rainbow to close, but crushing, and protest-ridden victory. 

Sopwith swears he'll never race the Americans again, 
but he’s back in 1937 with Endeavor I/, a souped-up sloop 
so fast in her trials that the educated money in yachting 
circles predicts that the cup will finally be lifted home. 

The race was to be sailed in “J” class sloops, the biggest, 
most sophisticated racing machines the world of sail has 
ever seen. 

Vanderbilt responded to the Sopwith challenge so over- 
whelmingly that yachtsmen say it killed forever the racing 
in J-boats. The fact that it would cost more than $3,000,- 
000 to build and campaign a J-boat in 1958 may aiso have 
something to do with their extinction. 

Vanderbilt simply paid for and had built the ultimate in 
huge racing yachts, the Ranger. 

Ranger had a 165-foot mast built of duralumin, light but 
enormously strong. 

She was 135 feet in overall length. 

She was 87 feet on the waterline. 

She was 21 feet wide. 

She drew 15 feet of water. 

She displaced 166 long tons. 

She spread 7546 square feet of sail. 

Ranger waltzed away from Sopwith’s boat with such 
incredible ease that Sopwith had Endeavor II hauled out 
of water to see if he hadn’t picked up a lobster pot. There 
was no pot. 

“Unbelievable,” said Sopwith. 

In spite of the fact that Endeavor II was a brilliant piece 
of design, Sopwith might just as well have been racing a 
Model A Ford against a Ferrari. Ranger, designed by the 
veteran Starling Burgess and 29-year-old Olin J. Stephens, 
represented a 20-year leap in yacht design. 

Sopwith never won a race in American waters in which 
Vanderbilt’s incredible Ranger was entered. Instead of 
winning America’s cup races by seconds as had been the 
case before, Mike Vanderbilt won in one case with a 
margin of 18 minutes. 

Sopwith went home. 

The America’s Cup stayed in America. 

World War II had begun. 

The days of the big boats spreading clouds of canvas 
from masts taller than the clearance of the Brooklyn Bridge 
were gone forever. 

But the ould mug’s magic continues to work in the hearts 
and minds of sailing men. 

The bottomless America’s Cup sits firmly bolted to a 
solid oak table in the 44th Street rooms of the New York 
Yacht Club. The special wrench which is needed to free 
the cup from its display place lies easily available in the 
club’s safe. 

But it takes another kind of wrench to free the mug from 
the tight grip of American boatbuilders and sailors. 

Across the Atlantic, the British are once more bracing 
themselves for the try.
